This refers to the storage batteries for the light- 

ing plant at the Fort Alexander Indian Boarding School. 
in January 

I saw this plant/when f wae at Port Alexander, the 
Rev'’diPrincipal wanted me to ask the Department to take 
up the matter of repairs,I suggested that he should write, 
direct to the Department,and that I would very likely be 
asked to report,and that I would then deal with the matter, 
This has happened, 


The Batteries have gone into their present condition, 
as far as I am able to judge,and I believe I am correct, 
because they were not handled as they should have been, 
The wretame batteries were in very poor shape and almost 
useless,When I saw them in January. 


The Reverend Principal brought the battery to the city, 
on the 16th instant,to be examined by the people who make 
this battery. I suggested this was his only way to get quick 
action towards putting his battery in shape,in a letter that 
I wrote to him on the 4th Feb,1922, I also told him that I 
was not able to say what the Department would do to assist 
to take care of the expense,but feared that the cost would 
fell en him. 


I have made inquiry as to cost ef repairing the battery 
and putting it in good condition, The Globelite Battery Ce, 
Ltd.of Winniveg,are the makers of this battery,their charge 
is the most reasonable one fer this work. The cost*renewing 
the elements and plates is $309,00, The repairs have been 
made,and the battery shipped back to the Indian Boarding 
School at Fort Alexander, I heg to recommend that the cost 
repairs be taken care of by the Department,and that cost of 
transporting the battery be cared for by the School manage- 
ment. 

I saw the Reverend Principal in my office on Tuesday 
21st instant,and we discussed thig matter of the battery,he 
then informed me that he had written to the Department,as I 
had suggested to him. During our discussion he informed me 
that he expewted to use the services of a brother wf his 
church who was an expert in handling batteries,when he would 

be 
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be resinstalli the battery after it had been repaired,and I 
then suggested to the Reverend Prinoipa’ that I thought it might 
be a wise policy to adept,if he would ar te have this bree 
ther examine his battery time te time,te check ite cone 
dition,to instruct them the best way to handle the battery,as I 
wae sure this ld be the most econemical way to provide ageini 
a recurrence of” experience he has just gone thro 


The eperation of the battery was the cause of the trouble, 
the plant furnished,was in first clase shape,from the contractor 
whe put in this plant,to start with.

It is extreme @iffioult for the Department to 
make payment of such claime on our appropriation, when 
authorisation hae not been given.

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The laundry building is a frame building placed on a 
conerete foundation. The height is a basement and 
round floor, In the baserent is the washing room, 

@n the ground floor is the drying room, The accommo- 
dation is ample if the building was in a proper and 
good condition. The building is of poor construction. 
The concrete foundation is in bad shape, It is very 
badly cracked in several places and these cracks ex- 
tend right through the wall. These crack# are a s urce 
ef cold in the winter and of more or less moisture in 
the summer. This moisture that comes in the summer 
remains and freezes in the winter and causes heaving 
and twisting that impairs the building in a serious 
manner, Owing to this condition, the heating arrange- 
ment, which is furnished by an extension of the heat- 
ing pipes of the heating system of the main building 
is put out of working order so that the laundry is 
always very cold and uncomfortable in winter, A cer- 
tain amount of demage is cauded to the water pipes by 
the frost, valves and pipes being burst. 


I beg to suggest that the conorete foundation should 
be thoroughly overhauled and repaired,that the con- 
necting passage with the main building should also 

we thoroughly treated in the same way. The outside 
walls should be reinforced by nailing strips outside 
and then nailing e good shiplep covering over which 
should be placed a layer of good paper and cover by 
siding. This would make the walls more weather-proof, 


The inside plaster requires repairs also, I have not 
stated the position of this building any too strongly. 
An examinetion will readily verify whet I have seid, 
The repairs should be attended to during the summer 

of 1922,

The Reverend Principal 
saye that it will cost about $250.00 to complete the 
boat. that is, about $136.00 over the amount of 
$1,000.00 already provided, I promised that I would 
submit this statement for sonsideration, The Rev- 
erend Principal certainly got good value in the hull 
he had built, I think the engine was also good value,

Sir, - 


With reference to your report on the inspection of the 
Fort Alexander boarding school, dated the 16th ultimo, referring 
to the repairs and alterations required to the building and heat- 
ing system, also to the water system and laundry building, eto., 
I beg to inform you that an item is being included in the estimates 
for the next fiscal year to provide a new heating plant and exten- 
sive alterations to the buildings. It will depend, however, upon 
the action taken by Parliament at the present Session as to whether 
this item will be passed. We hope to be able to undertake the 
alterations required during the coming summer. 


Regarding the extra amount required to build the gasoline 
leunch, I beg to say that the Department will be prepared, upon 
receipt of properly certified youchers, to pay the eum of $13 «00 
over and above the amount of $1,000 already authorised. This 
amount, however, oan only be paid when funds are available in the 
new fiscal year. You may inform the Principal regarding the 
extra amount authorised for the building of the gasoline launch.

" The poor state of that building has been, 
every year,a cause of trouble and graat expenses for us, 
for by the action of frost,the iron pipes having lost ¢m 
the necessary declivity,water cannot flow right and gets 
frozen,breaking pipes,valves,radiators, traps, taps,etc..

Receipt is acknowledged of yours of July 12th 
referring to the order-in-council of June 7, 1922, regarding 
the Fair Wage Policy of the Government in the letting of 
contracts for the erection of buildings, and pointing out 
that most of the buildings erected for the Department of 
Indian Affaire are in remote locations and enquiring if it 
would be acceptable to the Department of Labour if the clause 
indicated under Section 3 of the Order-in-Council regarding 
wages, together with other clauses mentioned in the Order-in- 
Council, be inserted in your contracts. In reply I would 
say that in any cases where buildings are erected in very 
remote locations on Indian Reserves, etc., it would seem that 
the General Clause as set forth under paragraph 3 of Conditions 
"A", to which it is assumed you refer, would be applicable; 
but in accordance with the Order-in-Council, it would be neces- 
sary in the case of all contracts to which the Order-in-Council 
refers, that the Department of the Government concerned should 
in the first instance commmicate to the Department of Labour 
the nature of the proposed work and the classes of labour likely 
to be required in its execution. The Department of Labour will 
furnish to the Department concerned the necessary schedules, or 
if unable to furnish such schedules of wages and hours, will 
supply printed copies of the General Clause for insertion in 
the contract.

All mechanics, labourers, or other persons who perform 
labour in the construction of the work hereby contracted for, 
shall be paid such wages as are generally accepted as current 
from time to time during the continuance of the contract for 
competent workmon in the district in which the work is being 
performed, and if there be no current rate in such district, 
then a fair and reasonable rate, and shall work such hours as 
thuse fixed by the custom of the trade in district where the 
work is carried on, or if there be no custom of the trade as 
respects hours in the district, then fair and reasonable hours, 
except for the protection of life and proporty, or on duo 
cause shown to the satisfaction of the Minister of Labour. 

In the event of a dispute arising as to at ie the current or 
a fair and reasonable rate of wages or what are the current 
hours fixed by the custom of the trade or fair and reasonable 
hours, it shall be determined by the Minister of Labour, whose 
decision shall be final. Payment may also be withheld of 

any moneys which would otherwise be payable to the contractor 
until the Minister of Labour's decision has been complied 
with. By the term "surrent wages" and the term “hours of 
labour fixed by the custom of the trade" in the forogoing are 
meant respectively the standard rates of wages and hours of 
labour either recognized by signed agreements between employ~ 
ers and workmen in the district from which the labour required 
is necessarily drawn or rates actually prevailing, although 
not necessarily recognized by signed agreements.

4nformations as to the hauling of the material, and found 
out that this could not be done before the middle of Oct. 

This, we believe, would mean that it would be 
impossible to start any work there before late in October, 
or early in November. 

Under these con@itions we believe that it would 
be practically impossible to make a real good job as it 
will be too cold at that time, specially for foundation 
and brick work, 

We regret, not being able, or rather not take 
chances to start such a building after all the informa- 
tions we took during our trips to Fort Alexander and 
Selkirk, 

However we have greatly appreciated the op- 
portunity extended to us to figure such a contract, and 
should you decide to delay the construction till next 
Spring, we shall be happy to quote you on same,

. I have looked into the matter of purchasing iron pipe 
anf iron rails required,T find that he material furniehed by The 
andard Plumbing Co,was all cut and made ready to be placed in 
work,so that there wes no waste,the rails supplied being railway 
steel rails as against cast iron. In view of these facts I think 
that the materials bought,were much better value,and in addibion, 
were prepared for the use they were intended for so that there no 

waste. For these reasons I think the Reverend principal placed 

the order where he got the pest and most suitably prepared mater- 
jal. I also understand that The Standard Plumbing Co, furnished a 
smaller and stiffer piping,s° that there were more strands in the 
base of the concrete work,which of course Was an improvenent. The 
aifference in the prices quoted is more than overcome by the suite 
ability of the material furnished for the slightly higher prive.

I am calling your attention to the fact that 
some improvement should be made in the boiler room, other 
than is specified. 


Although walls are in concrete and fire-proof, 
the roof which is of wood with only one ply of boards is 
entirely unprotected from fire. Would suggest installing 
ceiling joist forming air space between roof and ceiling and 
board underneath joist, and strap lath with metal lath and 
plaster with asbestos. 


Also plans show stone wall existing between 
boiler room and main building; but no wall exists, same is 
open space. This opening should be closed with a brick wall 
and a fire-proof door built in, as danger from fire largely 
exists in boiler room and would consume the whole school, 
besides endangering human lives. 


I feel sure this improvement should be made as 
the cost would not be large. 


Hoping to get your authorization for this work 
before the contractor's men are through.

tor,who transmitted to me your: letter,-and not Mr.Latu- 
lippe as marked in your last note to me.-Even he promi- 
sed me to make a report after he had seen the poor sta- 
ée of our old desks.Probably Mr.Bunn has been taking some 
holidays or he has been overwhelmed with work so much 
that he could not put his plan in execution. 

I beg to copy a part of the letter I was 
writing him: "It is very kind indeed from the part 6 
of the Indian Department to offer spontaneously single 


desks inetead of double ones asked for,the single ones 
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» being far dearer,and I have to testify my gratitude for 
itg- but since we are limited by the space in our class 
rooms,I beleive to be preferable to ask for double desks 
with divided seat, for the two class rooms. I beg to 
make you remark that in the senior class, the number of 
the desks has to be equal to the number of boarders,-for 
very often, V.Gefor Sunday school, general advaces, evenin 
studies,etce..the whole bunch of children has to come 
into that roome We have 77 children presently on the 
pay rolls; and since our school has been enlarged,we can 
receive far more boarders,and tit, will be easy to get 
about 100." 

I beleive the informations I was giving Mre 
Bunn,some time ago, will satisfy jhe Indian Department. 
I must add that Mr.Bunn,seing the old desks we have,said 
bhat none of them was decent.

In checking up the electric lighting for the 
new barn and atable at the Indian Poarding School,-Fort 
Alexander,-I find several points which I wien Sk chan 
ged. 

Besides changing the location of the lamps 
down stairs,I wish these lamps to be fitted close ito 
the ceiling out of danger from breakage.As we have a 
very small electric gemerator and storage battery plant 
this will mean that these lights must be provided with 
switches,as we cannot allow all the lights to burn at 


once,and by placing them close to the ceiling it will be 
impossible to switch them on and off at the socket. 
This change will necessitate 8 switches in ad- 


dition to two already specified. 
Further I would ask that the barn will 


be provided with six lights in the left,each controlled 
by a swicth.In the interest of safety,I would strongly r 


request that these lights should of ta type similar 
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te the Crouse Hinds V series,-Vapor and 
dust proof. 
The cost over and above the contract 
price for these changes will be $ 210.00 
Hoping you will recognise the necessity 
of those lamps and switches and to receive a favorable

I have to aknowledge receipt of your 
telegram of the 28th.inst. refusing to authorize extra 
lights and switches required by my letter of the 15th,for 
our new barn; and I dare to insist on having them as I 
consider them an absolute necessity.I am persuaded, dear 
Sir,when knowing my reasoms you will not refuse them lon- 
ger. 

let---You refuse to authorize lights in 
the loft of our barn,where they are necessary,none being 
provided for in specifications and plan.Even during the 
day,without electric lights,we couldnt do any work in 
the loft,lighted only by two small windows located at eac 
end of the barn 108 ft.long.How could we manage in winter 
nights,when feeding cattle ??? I beleive I am right in 
apblying for some lamps. 

Ond---You also refuse switches for the 


inside of stables,-(No additional lamps having been asked 
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for)- I consider to be necessary to have them,for 
short cord lamps have to be used to keep the pulbs out of 
danger of preakege,in both cow and horse stables.-Here 
are the reasons: 

A/--In the center alley,no drop lamps can 
be used,for they would be in the way of the litter carris 
and would broken by boys when cleaning the stables. hs 

B/--In feeding alleys,drop lamps would be 
more exposed yet to the long fork handles of the boys fee 
ding the cattle.Every day,we would have some Tungsten 
lamps to replace. 

Knowing the necessity to have the lamps 
hung close to the ceiling,you understand,dear Sir, that 
switches are aleo necessary at different places show in 
the sketch sent to you with my last letter.Plan of stable 
shows only 3 switches: they are not enough to command all 
the high lamps,and our small electric generator will not 
allow us to burn them all at once. If you cannot allow 
switches asked for,! cannot see how to get a good light 
in the stables and at the same time to prevent an inces- 
sant breakage og lamps.

Re. our conversation in regard to Swing pole for barn at Ft. Alexander 

The specifications do not call for a sawing pole. A swing pole is 

not part and parcel of a Litter Carrier Outfit unlese specially 
ealied*for. The only references to a Swing Pole are the two items 

in the note on page 21. Here one gwing poke attachment and one 

swinging track hinge are specified. This note also atated’ "See 
Carpenter's specifications for supports to outside construction 

for distance.of fifty feet". 


When compiling over estimates we aid not vay any attention to this 
ag nothing of our line was called for except the track and hangers, 
and we would heve nothing to do with the wood work. On checking 
back we cannot find any reference on Carpenter's specifications 

re outside extension. No swing pole of any length was included in 
our estimates or in your order to us. 


Further a fifty foot swing pole could not, with safety, be hung with 
guy rods from the end of the barn. It would unquestinably pull the 
whole end out of the barn. 


In order to give proper and adequate service, we would suggest that 
you have the department provide for the erection of a tripodé the 
game as illustrated on page 267 of our Barn Book. This tripod@ can 
be erected of two stout poles twenty feet from the barn. Between 

the barn and the tripode the track can be hung on a timber, say 6x8" 
fastened to the Barn at one end and to a cross piece on the tripode 
at the other. Then a thirty foot steel swing pole could be hung 
from this tripodé. This pole can be swung from side to side quite 
freely and will provide for ample space for depositing the manure @ 
proper distance from the barn. 


Tie swing pole with all attachments will cost you $60.00. This 
will entail no strain on the barn and for this little extra, the 
department would have @ permanent and very serviceable equipment 
for handling the manure outside the barn. 
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Now in regard to the discrepancies in the measurements for the steel 
cow stalls and the place where you have placed the Supporting Columns, 
beg to advise that we have taken the messurements for the width of 

the stalls ag specified on the plan. The figures there state that the 
stalls sre th be 3ft 6inches wide. We made them up this width taking 
the measurements from centre to centre. In placing your supporting 
columns, you have apparently taken centre to centre-measurements but 
this apparently does not harmonize with the figures given. We feel 
that we were justified in taking the figures as shown and working 

on centre to centre measurements, as the figures shown on the cross 
section measurements work out exactly centre to centre in making up 
the width of the barn. 


To add the necessary material and send a man down to do the nemessary 
extra work needed to put the manger partitions in their proper place 
ig an expenditure that we should not be called upon to assume. The 
prices charged for material supplied do not provide for this and the 
mistake has not been occasioned by any arroref ours. It hae been 
caused by the figures shown and the scale measurements not agreeing. 
This extra cost will be about $45.00. 


Doubtless when: you place these situations before the department you 
will have no difficulty in getting a proper allowance made.

He has suggeste? that he would make the purchases 
of this machinery,if he wes assured that he could expect 
a refund of the purchase price,I told him I would mention 
this sugeestion of his,but that I felt that the Department 
would not be influended in their decision,as there was a 
eertain proceedure in making such purchases that regulated 
all such business. 

The weather up here has been very mild,it is my opinion 
that a Spring break-up is not closely at hand. The ice tn Lake 
Winnipeg is about 3 feet or over in thiclmess and is still 
solid and sound. The Principal expected to teansport this machi 
inery over the ice from Victorie Beach,if he got it,and I ar 
convinced that the ice can be safely count on up to the 20th 
instant. Please wire if necessary the ¢ sion about this. 

There 1s no doubt but that th ng work of the 
Indian Boarding Sehool at Fort Alexander has been conducted 
along successful lines by the management of the school,and I 
beg to suggest that this activity deserves all the assistance 
that can be fairly given to help to maintain continued success- 
ful operation,and there is little doubt but that the machinery 
now asked for will give this assistance in a manner that will 
be most beneficial. 

The school farm has been cut of heavy bush land and is 
now about 90 acres. This whole area is worked and the results 
assist the successful operation of the school work and affords 
a means of teaching the boys in this importent line of work.

As per your instructions I went to Fort Alexander 
Indian Boarding School with an expert mechanic, to locate 
the trouble in their Water and Lighting Plant System. 


We found the Gas Engine in a very bad condition. 
Engine Trouble: 

First: The engine is set on no concrete founda- 
tion, but bolted only on @ wooden floor with a cellar 
underneath without being braced. The constant vibration 
of the engine which has a weight of 1700 pounds has worn 
out several parts of the engine: 

veh how Pot, Auxiliary Air Valve, Nut, Springs, 
Vapopizer, Governor Yoke, Ignitor Pawl Carrier, 
Magneto and Ignitor Points, Loose Bearings, 
Cam. Roller and a Leaking Fuel Tank. 
Generator: Changing pulley on generator to 
get proper speed - 1200 R.P.M. and adjusting 
Generator Brushes. 


Batteries: 

These were in a very bad condition, not 
being properly charged to their maximum capacity; lead 
substance ffom the negative and positive plates was 
accumulated at the bottom of batteries to a point of 
making a short circuit to the batteries. Jars were 
opened and cleaned and put in a satisfactory condition, 


The Machinist in charge,understands now, the 
operation of the Blectic Plant System and is going to 
see that everything is kept 0.x. Will install a 
foundation for the engine and they are also going to 
change the drive pulley for the pump 80 as to drive the 
pump at 35 to 40 R.P.M. which should be the proper speed 
and also use the loose pulley when not pumping water.

that,as far as I know, the chief source of trouble is, 
that the engine you have has not,and as a matter of fac 
never had enough power for the work it has to do. 7 

The engine has been overloaded 
most of the time since it is operated at your plant,and 
especially now that it is getting old and worn,it has 
lost a good deal of its initial efficiency,and,to my 
point of view,is absolutely not suitable to keep your 
battery in shape.

In five years,we have spent 
about 4000 dollars( About 800.dollars every year.)in 
buying kerosene to run the electricplant of our School, 
Everybody admits that it is enormous;but it seems that 
we do not spent kerosene enough,for,two years ago,we 
had to change the plates of our batteries,and,to day, 
again,they are in a very bad shape and’ will have to be 
renewed before next winter. \ 

In truth I do not know what to do to re- 
duce those heavy expensess.Experts in electricity from 
Winnipeg and two very good electrician Brothers of the 
Congregation of the Oblate Fathers agree to say after 
the inspection of our Plant,that our engine is tooweak 
for the work it fas to do.Our engine is a 9 H.P. and 
our Dynamo develops 110 volts.Now experts in electrieal 


work declare that 10 volts require 1 h.p..If it is 80 
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the engine was short from the beginning of 2 H.P.j;and 
to day being worn,it is far worse. 

I take the liberty,dear Sir,to 
enclose herewith a letter of Brother Hugene Gauthier, 
concerning this matter.He has been discussing the ques- 
tion with Mr.Orr,in Ottawa,last Spring.So they know 
what they were talking about,and I will suggest to go 
according to their plans and to buy a new engine.It wil 
be necessary also tarfix our batteries, for the plates 
seem to be very weak.

Mr. Christianson states that some of 
the outedge buildinge require painting, and he figures that it 
would ta@je in the neighborhood of 26 gallons of No. 1 outside 
paint da 25 gallone of barn red, which would entail an 
expenditure of from $150 to $175 for material. He also informs 
me that the Brother in charge of the boys there understands 
painting and this work could be done by him, with the assistance 
of the boys, 60, supposing they were allowed a little for the 
work, the outside painting should not cost over $200.00. Mr. 
Chrietiangon has recommended that not over 9500.00 be spent 
on the painting thie year. Thie would allow $300.00 for the 
interior and would fully meet the requirements thie year.

I was impressed by the eplendid site, a 
few miles from the mouth of the Winnipeg®. The grounds 
were neat, but required proper fencing. The main building 
wag well kept, but the roof and the interior of the old 
wing require painting. Several outbuildings also should 
be painted. A boat houee for a 52 ft. launch is required. 
The barn which the Department lately erected and the 
implement shed erected by the prinaipal complete the out- 
buildings required. 


Tne farm is inadequate and I advised the R 
Father Bousquet, the Principal, to make a report when 
the institution was prepared to do some clearing and an 
effort to secure more land from the reserve would be made. 
The garden and pasturage were very good, but field crops 
are inadequate. 


Mechanical plant, house equipment, etc., is in 
00d condition, with the exception of the light generating 
unit. I advised the principal to correspond with the 
Department in thie connection and I see his letter is 
already on file. Eventually a washer and an extractor 
should be provided for the laundry. 


I believe a mistake was made when the addition 
to the building was erected. There are two storeys in the 
addition, whereas in the main building there are three, 
the roof over the whole being the same level. It might be 
possible, without great expense, to turn the addition into 
a three story structure, thus providing two dormitories and 
a Cclaseroom below. 


I purpose purchasing two sewing machines, whic 
are urgently required, and sending thority to the agent 
to secure 125 £t. of rope, suitable for girls' swings. 


I learned that Inepector Chrietianeon visited the 
echool a few weeks before I did, for the purpose of deter- 
mining what painting should be undertaken. He arrived in 
the late evening after dark and left about 2 houre after- 


wards. Su

If you will refer to my files for the last 
four years you will see that it has been the practise, 
and, I believe, accepted by you as correct, to deal with 
all matters brought out by the Inspector in a covering 
letter. I am quite aware that it is necessary for me 
when making an application for authority, to deal with 
only one subject in one letter, but I certainly did not 
know that I was to write five or six letters accompany- 
ing a report, and I cannot believe that it is your wish 
that I should do this. I have referred to my files 
here and find that you have done precisely the same thing, 
in every case when acknowledging reports you have dealt 
with four or five subjecta in the same letter. Extracts 
are made from these letters when received and placed on 
the respective files, 80 that I do not think I can be 
found fault with if you yourself follow the same 
practise, which I believe is the correct one. 


Ae a matter of fact the delay in getting 
this work at the fort Alexander school started is not 
attributable to carelessness in this otfice. It seems 
to me that even though you had lost sight of my letter 
on the subject, you should have known that there was 
gome good reason for not starting the work and it was 
only fair that you should have apcertained thie before 
wiring me as you did.

In reply 1 beg to say that 1 am not able to tell how many 
gallons or pounds of paint are required for the work, not being an 
expert in painting; but I believe by telephone you cen easily cbtain 
from professional painters the necessary information. I beg to give 
you here the sizes in square feet of each building that requires paint.

Please do not send cheap paint, neither already mixed paint. 
The desire of the Department in Ottawa is to supply the best material, 
for lasting longer, the best is always the cheapeet. So I beg to ask 
you pure white lead and pure linseed oil; we will make the mixtures 
ourselves. Please supply also superior red barn paint. 


In your letter, dear Sir, you suggest me to paint the inside 
of the school building. 1 beg to say,-it is my opinion,- it seems to 
be a misunderstanding between your office and Ottawa. The Indian Depart 
ment in Ottawa was writing me a couple weeks ago saying that the whole 
amount of money granted in the estimates was only for the outside 
painting; and, you, with the same sum you want me to paint everything, 
inside and outside. How to explain this discrepancy? 


Anyway it is too late now to talk of painting the ineide 
of our school, for the children are back from holidays. Fow to paint 
in fact the dormitories, dining rooms, class rooms and recreation room 
when the children are present? Passages and private rooms could be 
done now. 

Before to start painting, I want to be sure to have & 
reasonable salary for painter or painters. In this time of the year, 

I have plenty work on the farm for my few biggest boys and for my two 
men of the staff; I cannot put them on painting. S80 I will be obliged 
to get somebody else to do it, and to pay from three to four dollars 

a day. 

I hope you will give consideration to this matter, and you 
will give me satisfaction. More delay will make more difficult our 
paintirg work.

telling me to ask ir. Bunn to supply what I need in red 
paint. I wrote to him as soon as I got your letter; but 
the paint is yet to come. 


The wishes of the Indian Lepartment and mine 
would have been to paint the roof of our School if possible; 
but in gending no material to do the work, naturally you 
force us to wait until next spring. ‘To console me you say 
in your letter: "I think it will be inthe interast of all 
goncerned to do go". *erhaps I don't catch the whole 
meaning of your sentence but I confess that I find it 
strange. 


Anyway there is some work to be done on the 
roof this year, (leakages and repairs of fferent kind.) 
was expecting to have it done at the time of painting, 
using the same ladders and scaffolds; it would have been 
easy to do it. Now painting being delaid, it will be 
necessary to spend about 20 dollars tc make those repsirs; 
who is to support those expenses? 


It seems to me, dear Sir, you have adopted 
the method to do all what you can to delay the painting 
of our School; and the reasons I have to think so are 
goming from different facts.

According to-your instructions, I 


beg to say that I left Regina on the night of July 
15th, for the purpose of attending to several matters 
in Manitoba and visiting different points. While I 
was there I visited the ‘ort Alexander School and 
Reserve. The school is situated on the Winnipeg 
River, about three miles up from the mouth where 
the river empties into Lake Winnipeg. It is a very 
aiffioult place to get at, owing to the fact that it 
takes a long time to get word to the school to meet 
the train at Victoria Beach, and there ie no boat at 
Yravers Bay now, from where it is the most direct way 
to get to the school. It is, therefore, necessary 
to get a boat at Victoria Beach, and as the boat-house 
is on the Wewt side of the point it takes sixteen 
miles of travelling to get around to the Bast side, 
and then about 14 miles from there across the lake 
to the school.- 

The Fort Alexander Keserve lies 
on both sides of the Winnipeg River for 4 distance of 
about nine miles from the mouth, and the settlement

the banks are fairly high, with a narrow strip of 
prairie running back from the river to the bush. 

Some of the Indians have fairly good houses, built of 
logs a story and a half high with shingled roofs. A 
few of them have frame houses, and thex, of course, we 
have the old-time shacks as well. At the time of my 
visit most of the Indians were away picking berries. 
“he ones who were at home I saw at the school. ‘the 
only way of getting around the reserve was on footp or 
by boat up the river, 48 there are no roads to travel 
one I understand that it is @ difficult proposition 
to get hay here on account o£ the country being mostly 
all wooded, and the Indians cut a lot of their hay with 
scythes, in small sloughs back in the bush, as there is 
very little hay on the open land along the river. Very 
few of the Indians raise any garden truck, although the 
soil along the river is excellent for gardening, as I 
was up to a settlement which adjoins the reserve which 
was settled up by Jastern #renchmen some forty years 
ago, where they raise excellent grains and garden stuff 
and have been very successful in mixed farming. Ever 
since the settlement started, and until the road was 
put through to Lac du Bonnet, these people had to 
market their stuff in Selkirk, 50 that if the Indians 
had been properly encouraged I think they could have 
done a lot more than they 4re doing at the present time. 
They are simply existing on the reserve. They make 
their living by hunting and fishing #n-*#he and picking 
berries in the summertime, and the Indians whom I saw, 
complained that at certain times of the year they were 
very hard up, as the game and fish here were getting 


very scarce. 
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There is supposed tv be about 500 head of 

cattle on this reserve. I, however, doubt very much 

4f there are that many, as I do not believe they have 
ever been counted by the Agent, and I am quite sure if 
they were tallied there would be a big shortage. The 
only count that ever has been taken has been by getting 
the number that each one owns from the Indians themselves. 
I saw quite a number, possibly most of the cattle, 
along the river in emall bunches here and there, and I 
must say that the stock is of a very poor quality, 
which can be accounted for by the fact that the Indians 
allow the bull calves to run without paying any attention 
to them and each cattle owner is practically raising 

his own bulls, with the result that the stock has 

become inbred. 
PORT ALMXANDER INDIAN BOARDING SCHOOL 

The main building of this school was 

erectad in 1904. An addition was built to it in 1914 
and a second addition in 1925. The size of the present 
building is 428x140 - three-storey. The building site 
4s right on the banke of the river, and is beautifully 
situated. The Catholic Mission house and church are 
also situated here and only a few yards from the school. 
The number of pupils resident at the school is 86. Of 
course during my visit they were all away on their 
holidays. With the staff this makes about 100 people 
in the school. The school is lighted by electricity 
and there is running water in the pbuilding. The power 
house is situated right on the bank of the river, and 
about 300 feet from the school. The water is pumped 


with an engine from the river, and forced up to tanks 
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in the attic of the building, and from there, of 
course, by gravity through the school. The electric light 
is supplied by the same engine, dynamo and batteries, 
but as this engine was only 4 9 hep-s it was deemed 
too small to run the plant satisfactorily and a 

16 hepe “Y" type engine from the Pairbanks-lMorse 
Company was supplied to this school last winter. 
Brother Gauthier was installing this engine while I 
was there, and they were putting up 4 new building to 
house the power plant.e The laundry of the school is 
done by using three of four hand power washing machines. 
They have a steam boiler in the laundry for supplying 
hot water. fhe school is well kept and the grounds 
around the school have been well looked after» The 
space between the river and the school being fixed 

up with nice glower beds and & lawne- They also 
farm about 100 acres of land and the crop consists of 
garden truck, several acres of peas, 14 acres of 
potatoes, cats, barley, wheat and hay. The garden 
has been well looked after, and the crop in general 
looked splendid. The school building is in & very 
good state of repair, having been painted outside 
only two or three years ago when the new addition 
was put on. The interior of the building is also 

in fair shape, having been well looked after by the 
Sisters. The new addition, of course, is in first 
class shape and needs no attention. The other part 
of the school is not as good as the new part, still 
it was in fair shape, with the exception of a few 
places where the plaster was loose and would have to 
be re-plastered. The halls had been painted a dark 


green some years ago, which makes them very dark, and 
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this was some of the work that Father Bousquet wanted 
to have done and on your instructions I had 3900.00 
to spend on the painting. I mst say that I was 
very sorry Father Bousquet was absent from the school 
at the time of my visit, being away to the opening of 
the Duck Lake School, which I did not know until I 
arrived at the school. I, however, went over the 
work with the Sister Superior and the father who is 
assistant principal. I had a painter with me from 
Winnipeg who went with me for the purpose of figuring 
on the work and giving me a quotation. The price he 
gave me as he returned back with me to Winnipeg 
amounted to about $1750.00, and after checking it over 
with him thoroughly, I considered that his price was 
mach too high, as it amounted to approximately 30/ 

a yard, and as about half of it was one-coat work 

I thought this was out of reason altogether, but he 


explained to me that it was a hard place to get at 


and would necessitate considerable scaffolding and 


ladder work, as some of the rooms had 16' ceilings, 
and besides it would cost about $70.00 for plaster 
worke The next day after arriving in Winnipeg I 
went down to Selkirk with a view of trying to get 
hold of a painter, and while there I got in touch 
with a Mr. Zsfeld and a Mr. Mabee. The former 
agreed to do the work at 16¢ for two-coat work and 
10¢ for single coat work, and we were to pay for his 
transportation, and the school to board him and his 
men while on the job. ‘The quotation of the latter 
man was 25¢ per yard for two-coat work and 15¢ Zor 
Single coat work. I made arrangements with the 
lowest tenderer, Mr. Esfeld, to go up the following 


Monday and I wired from Winnipeg to the boat owner 
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at Victoria Beach to get word to the school, if possible, 
to meet the painter the following Monday; if not, he was 
to take him to the school. At lire ssfeld's price we 
were going to be able to do practically all the work 

that was required this year, and keep within the allowance 
of $900.00. However, before I left Winnipeg I arranged 
with Mr. Bunn that should anything happen that lire Hsfeld 


should not go on with the work after seeing it, that he 


was to accept Mr. Mabee's tender of 15 and 25/7, as Mr. 


Mabee advised me that he would go out any time that he 
was wanted. You will, therefore, see that I took all 
precautions possible to make sure that this work would 
be done, at the same time endeavoring to have it 
performed Zor a reasonable price. The very thing that 
I was afraid of happened; after seeing the work, isfeld 
backed down on the job and the work was given to llr. 
Mabee. This, of course, caused a few days delay, which 
was unavoidable. As there is about 4500 yards of 
inside painting to do, at this price there will only 
be money available to do about two-thirds of the work. 
The following requirements were brought 
to my attention while going over the school,- 
The batteries in the lighting plant are worn out, and 
Brother Gauthier, who was installing the new engine 
there, advised me that they were absolutely useless. 
They were furnished some four or five years ago. There 
are 56 cells and the present battery is a Globelite. 
R. As I mentioned before, there are three tanks in 
the attic of the school, into which the water is pumped 
from the river. These are very unsanitary as there is 
nothing over them but a few loose boards. They are 


also practically worn out; one being out of commission 
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now and the other two I was informed sre continually 
springing a leak and spoiling the plaster on the ceiling. 
In putting up the new power house to house the plant, 4 
cement basement was put under the building where pressure 
tanks can be stored, and the request of the school is that 
they be furnished with two pressure tanks this fall if 
possible, and if not this fall, then without fail next 
spring. 

3. The Sister Superior also brought to my attention 
fact that she had repeatedly asked for a power washing 
machine and extractor, pointing out that as there are 
approximately 100 people in the school to wash for, it was 
avery difficult matter to get this done by hand machines. 
Their idea is now to take the 9«hep- engine that has been 
taken out of the power plant and place it in the laundry 
and in the event of a washer and extractor being supplied, 
this engine will furnish the power. T have no doubt but 
what this is required, and if it cannot be supplied out 

of this year's appropriation I am quite sure the Sister 
Superior would be satisfied 4f she were told that it would 
be supplied next spring. 

4. In another year the shingles on the roof of the 
school should have another coat of stain, and this 
expenditure should be provided for in the Estimates this 
year; also whatever painting is not completed this year 

in the interior of the building, as the amount I have 
mentioned requires painting 

5. I also wish to bring to your attention that at the 
time the first school was built the laundry was separate 
from the main building and connected by a passage. When 
the new addition was put on three years ago the old laundry 
was abandoned and a laundry room was prévided in the new 


addition. The old laundry building is a frame stuaucture, 
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a storey and a half, 22 x 34 with 4 basement. The 
foundation has heaved and is crumbling up, and if there 
4s nothing done the building will all go to wreck in & 
short time. Ho doubt the school will soon be asking for 
additional room and it seems a pity to see this building 
going to wreck. It would, of course, cost considerable 
to repair it, but it would certainly pay to do so. It 
would have to be placed on a new foundation and all the 
basement walls and floor would have to be renewed, and 
there would be considerable plaster to fix up etce 

I might also mention that the Department 
supplied this school with a new barn about three years 
ago, at a cost of twelve or fourteen thousand dollars. 

Prom the foregoing you will see that considerable 
money has been spent here on the education of Indians, 
and I must say that I fail to see where they have 
bettered their conditions am any way. I, of course, am 
not familiar with what conditions were on this reserve 
years ago, but I could not see where any recent improve- 
ments had been made. The Sisters in the school, I am 
quite sure, do good work among the Indian women, as they 
spend a lot of their time among them, teaching them 
how to cook, sew and look after their children properly 
ete., but the men have certainly not taken any advantage 
of the education they received in the school. I mst 
say that I was sorry lire Latulippe, the Agent, was away, 
as I would have had him with me on this trip. As an 
Agent he is accomplishing nothing. I am willing to 
admit that the fact of him living in Selkirk makes 
4t difficult to do much with Indians at Fort Alexander. 
He certainly cannot do mush by making a trip to Port 
Alexander, staying overnight and going back the next 


day. There is no reason at all why he could not 
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spend @ week now and again on this reserve. People 
living on the edge of the reserve are making a good 
living by mixed farming, and these Indians are not 
the long-haired type that we have on many of the 
reserves in Saskatchewan, but are mostly half- 
breeds; in fact a number of them look as though 
they have very little Indian blood in them, and 
with proper supervision by an Agent who had some 
ability, something could be accomplished on the 
reserve in the way of advancement. At the present 
time it is dormant; in fact you will realize it 
would be going back, as the Indians were much better 
off a few years ago when fur was plentiful.

Sir:- 


I am enclosing herewith a report of a trip made to 
the Mort Alexander School and Reserve by Inspector Christianson 
on July 15th. The report is most interesting, but shows that 
the Principal, father Bousquet, is apparently not co-operating 
with the Department and I am not at all surprised at this, as 
I know that the Church's representative is @oing all he can to 
place our officers in a distinctly bad light before the 
Department, and,I am sorry to say, with some results. It was 
at this school where the ?rincipal made most serious charges 
against this Inspector when he last visited the institution, 
which have turned out to be not only untrue but malicious, 
and this gort of thing is bound to go on unless the Department 
take a decided stand. 


I must say that the impression I have is that the 
officers of the bepartment are very often placed in most 
awkward positions through the Lepartment not upholding them 
when they are in the right. Yhe Department too often rely 
entirely on tho information they get from one side, even 
going so far as to instruct the carrying out of repairs and 
alterations that ere unnecessary, and when your officers in 
the field point this out they are brought into conflict with 
the chureh authorities, which is not at all satisfactory.

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Avoording to the Inspector he is of the opinion 
that a lot of this work that we are called upon to do, if 
not all of it, could be done by the school authorities. 
Instead of that, it would seem that they will not move a foot 
in this direction, but call upon the Department for everything. 
This igs such a contrast to Portage la Prairie, where they 
appreciate any little assistance that the Government give them, 
and where it ig possible Zor them to get the work done them- 
selves they do s0- This unsatisfactory situation has sprung 
up within the last three years, anda while my understanding 
is that the schools are to do as much as they can to keep 
their buildings in repair, the authorities at this particular 
gchool are certainly not under that impression. 


It is unpleasant for me to write a letter of this 
kind, but I seo matters getting worse all the time and our 
Inspectors being placed in & position which they should not 
be placed in. I am prepared at any time to show the 
Department where its weaknesses are in the management of 
Indian schools. 


The Inspector has made certain recommendations 
regarding requirements at this school. I think these 
recommendations should be acted upon. 


In connection with the painting which is now 
under way. I got a long distance call from the Principal, 
gather Bousquet, who was absent at the time of the Inspector's 
visit, (He should not have been absent without advising 
this office), in which hg, invormeg me that seven or eight 
trips had to be made pack and Sortha The Inspector tells 
me that he cannot understand why there should have been more 
than two trips. Tt would appear that there has heen no 
effort on the part of the Principal to get this work done, 
but that he was more anxious to place obstacies in the way. 
I understand from the Inspector that the Department supplied 
this institution with a gasoline boat; if so, why are we 
charged with seven or eight trips even if it were necessary 
to make them, which it was note 


The whole 
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he whole situation, as I have said before, is 
getting worse, and the Department are not doing much to 
make matters better. Sooner or later the whole thing 
_will have to be changed. You have got in lire. Latulippe | 
an Agent who, in my opinion, is almost worthless. ‘he 
Inspector in Manitoba is an old man, not practical and 
very extravagant, and is easily influenced by others in 
the matter of expenditure, which was plainly demonstrated 
in the mix-up which we got into at Elkhorn. Unless the 
|\Tndian Agent at this point is changed we are not going 
\to accomplish much on the reserves. It is true we 
}will have an additional Inspector in connection with 
\this office, who will be promoted from one of our 
qualified Agents, but it is not inspections that are 
lacking here, it is @ qualified Agent.

I beg to ackno e receipt of your 
letter of the 24th ultimo #1264f-5, asking me wherein 
the Inspector's report shows at the Reverend Principal 
of the Fort Alexander School is not cooperating with the 
Department. 


I may say that when my covering letter 
was written I was under the impression that the Rev- 
Principal's letter of the 8th of August had not been 
forwarded to you, and it was my intention to attach 
thi@ letter to the report, as I had had a long talk with 
the Inspector on the Fort Alexander situation and he was, 
and is still of the opinion that cooperation with the 
Department in getting work done at this institution is 
lacking. The Principal's letter, I think, would bear 
out the Inspector's contention. You are now being 
called upon to pay for seven or eight trips in bringing 
out material or men in connection with the painting of 
the school, which I think could have been cut down 
considerably had business methods been applied. 


I may say that since writing to you on the 
17th ultimo I have seen Father Bousquet and he informs 
me that it was necessary for him to hire a boat to make 
some of these trips. All I can say is that the Inspector 
went down there and thought everything was settled and it 
4g rather a surprise to be asked to pay for all these 
additional trips.

Mr. Mabee is gone back to Selkirk, having 
finished his job of painting at our school. We are quite 
satisfied with his work, having not chosen the paint and 
colors. Walls could have been whiter, for the cream color 
paint they have sent us was too yellow. But this was not 
the fault of the painter. 


I beg to enclose herewith statement of money 
I have paid, and supplies I have given for that job. I will 
be obliged to you if you send it to Ottawa so I could be 
reimbursed. 


Having returned two barrels of paint to the 
Stephens Paint Company, there is no more paint left in Port 
Alexander. When I came back from Winnipeg the other day I 
found that the painters had spent all the cream paint, and 
all the white paint we had received from Winnipeg. About 
five gallons of boiled oil that is all left in a barrel. lt 
could be used next year, if we do not use it to 611 the floors 
this year.

Father Bousquet relating to the pathting 
ttust completed at the Fort Alexander School. after 
stating that he is quite satisfied with the work he 
goes on to say that he did not choose the colors and 
that the cream colored paint sent was too yellow. As 
a matter of fact the colors were chosen by the Revd. 
Father from a color list sent to him and the paint 
was purchased from the lowest tenderer after securing 
competitive prices. It is just possible that the tint 
of the successful tenderer was a little deeper than 
that of the manufacturer whose list the color was chosen 
from, but it is a very simple matter for a painter to 
make the paint a shade lighter or deeper as may be 
required and this would havelbeen done by anyone 
overseeing the work if sufficiently interested. 


The account he sends in amounts to $222.70 
and comprises $39.00 for freight, $19.50 wages of a 
plasterers helper and $170.20 for board at 50¢ per 
meal, 

It is evident that the amount allowed for 
this work has been exceeded, but [ am not yet ina 
position to say by exactly how much.

I have received your letter of the 29th 
ultimo, advising me that the Commissioner of Regina, 
3 5 ly Mr. Graham, was complaining that I was not helping 
MES SRAAM him in the work the Government was having done at our 
~ eNschool, especially in the painting which has just been 
one. 


Permit me, Dear Sir, to tell you that I can 

yw” not see where I am guilty. I have been in charge of 

the Indian schools for twenty-three years; I hve always 

practiced what you were kind enough to remind me of in 

your letter of the 29th. I have always helped the 

Government to do with the least expenditure in our 

schools whether by doing the work ourselves when it 

was possible, or by spending 4s little as possible when 

I had to have the work done otherwise. So far the 

Agents and Inspeotors had only praise for my work and 

the way I handled it. I believe that Mr. Graham 

would speak the same Way 4f he was not mistaken, oF 

guided by another desire than that of communicating 

the truth to the Government at Ottawa.

Mr. Graham accuses me of having not employed 
for the painting the staff of the school made up of 
school boys, and of not having transported the painters 
and the material with our gasoline boat. 


Kindly read my answer to these accusations. 


ist: The school children, during the months of 
August and the beginning of September were on their 
holidays. How could I retain them and have them do the 
painting of the school? When Mr. Graham was writing 
this accusation, he knew perfectly well by my correspond= 
ence per the children where on their .polidays, and what 
of it 


and: The staff....+I will not speak o* the Reverend 
Sisters, as I suppose that Mr. Graham does not expect 

to gee them climb up scaffolds to do any painting. I, 
therefore, pass to the remainder of the staff under my 
direction, consisting of my assistant who is a Priest 

and who is i111, my farmer and an Oblate Brother. 
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The Farmer, in the month of August and 
September has hardly any time to do paintings: it is 
the time of harvest and hay making. He has even 
more work then he can do, I have often to get him 
help. 


The Oblate Brother... has done all the 
repairs to the woodwork ahead of the painters, to the 
cupboards as Well as the doors and windows. With the 
remainder of the staff he oiled six (6) large floors, 
painted and enamélled eighty-five (85) beds, repaired 
and varnished all the class room doors. Ail this 
work which I have enumerated is enormous and needed 
to be done during the holidays. If you look at the 
acoounts sent before receiving your letter, you will 
not find that I am asking an endemnity of the Govern- 
ment for all this work. It was all done for nothing. 


Concerning the gasoline launch... It is 
quite true that I did not use at the beginning, our 
launch to convey the material and the painters and this 
for the good reason that it was being repaired. I had 
to wait fifteen (15) days to get parts to replace the 
broken ones and all this with the labour has cost me 
about $35.00, When Mr, Graham was writing that I 
was not using our launch for the transportation, he did 
not know the difficulty I was meeting at that time. He 
has learned of them since, but I doubt that he will write 
to make any apology. 


On the statement of the account you will find 
that nothing was charged for sending the painters to 
the railroad as it was our launch which carried them over. 


There is a discussion concertiing the painters 
board. Mr, Graham wanted the school to give them their 
board gratuitously. I simply replied that I did not 
believe that I was obliged to give them their board free 
in this case, as the amount of the board would be too 
high for the means of our school. "It amounts really 
to $150.00 so far the Department has understood that 
such amounts covld not be charged to the school, especial 
to the boarding schools where the grant is far from being 
eQual to that of the industrial and other schools. I, 
therefore, hope to be reimbursed without any diff ioulty 
by the D®partment. 


Kind excuse the length of this letter, but 
I thought that it was necessary to put the accusations 
brought against me by Mr. Graham in the proper light.

I am forwarding herewith a voucher 
submitted by the Rev. Prineipal of the Fort Alexander 
School for }e22.70 in connection with the peinting 
at that institution. You will note that this voucher 
ineludés motor trips from Traverse Bay to the School, 
and the board of men pérforming the work there. The 
receipts in payment of the boat hire are also attached. 


In & previous letter to the Department 
lated the 13th of Aucust I furnished full particulars 
in regard to the srrangements made for the painting 
at this school. 


In regard to the boat transportation I 
was under the impression, of course, that the convéy 
ance of thé material and the painters would be under- 
taken by the School Launeh, but the Principal has 
informed mé that his boat was not répaired at the time. 


I suggested to the Principal thet ag only 
#99099 had been alloted for the work to be done he 
should undertake to board the painters free of charee, 
but this he declined to do, and submits an account for 
board for 190 days at $1.59 per day or at the rate of 
fifty-cents per meal. I consider this charge excessive 
and out of reason. If the Principal had been desirous 
of colleborating with the Department he micht well 
have provided meals for the painters without payment, 
but if he considered this a strain on his résources he 
should at least not have bharced more than what would 
heave covered the bese cost. I cannot recommend payment 
of this last item of whigh indeed he cives no details 
and this of course he ought to be called upon to submit 
im any event. 

While 9900.00 only was allowed, as was 
éxpleined to the Principal, the total cost 48 recorded 
here is over $1500.90.

Last fall I received authority to put the 
Electric Lighting Plant at the Fort Alexander Boarding 
School in proper working condition, and on the 2nd of 
arch I forwarded a voucher covering payment of a new 
15 HP. Fairbanks-Morse engins. In Pebruary I received 
a letter from Mre JR. Bunn reporting that the engine 
had not then been installed owing to diffioulty of 
i placing the new engine on the old foundation, and 
\advising me that Brother Bugene Gautier who was to make 
the installation had advised the school authorities to 
build an addition to the machine shop and place the new 
engine therein. Mr. Bunn further advised me that the 
Principal intended to act upon this suggestion and 
expected to erect this addition at his own expensé. 
Since then I have had no correspondence with the Principal 
of the School on the subject, but a day or two ago 
received a letter dated the "th of November enclosing 
accounts to the amount of $1338.66 representing items of 
expenditure in connection with the installation which 
wo he asks the Department to pay. It will be noted that 
PY this expenditure extends over & period of moré than five 
- onthe, and if the Principal wished and expected to be 
\- \ eimbursed by the Department s& the ‘expenditure he under- 
took he should certainly have brought the matter to the 
\ ttention of the Department before, and given an 
stimaté of the probable cost. 


The Principal of this school seldom offers 
co-operation in undertakings designed for the benefit 
of his sehool, and his attitude in regard to the paint - 
ing which was done this summer is another illustretion 
offhis characteristic. I cannot recommend payment of 
these accounts, and forward them to the Department to 
take what action it desires. The enclosures comprise 
copy of the Principal's letter of the 7th November, 
together with @ statement of the accounts enclosed @ 
nwaber of which are merely copies and not originals. 

I have duplicates of the statement and accounts which 
I am retaining here pending the Department's instruct- 
ions.

Sir, 

The new engine,type Deisel,and the new 
set of batteries that you had the kindness to obtaiw 
for us,are installed and give perfect satisfaction. 
That installation could have been finished long 
time ago if Revd.Brother Gauthier had not been called 
elsewhere for uxveout watters,and distracted from hs 
work during two months. 

Quite heavy expenses were caused by the 

the installation of this new set of machines;and I 
take the liberty to lay before you the different 
vouchers,with the desire to be reimbursed by the 
Indian Department.Ourselves we have made most of 4% 
the carpentry work,all the cartage of material, the 
setting of machines, etc...So0 I expect to not have 
any trouble to get back the cash money we have spent 

I am to give in few words,dear Sir, the rea 
-sons and causes of those different expenses. 

BUILDING--- 

We had to build a place tog put the new 
machines,for the old one,far smaller than these, we 
-re in the carpentry shop,exposed°to the dust and 
to the hand of everybody.Anyway there was no room 


enough for them. 


The building we have made has a con- 
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crete floor basement,and a ground floor only. 

The basement,at present,is used as root c 
ce@llar;but in the near future,it will become the 
room for air compressed water tanks,for our actual 
tanks,located in the attic of the School,and 23 
years old, are rotten and insalubrious. 

The ground floor of the new building is 
divided in three rooms of different sizes. 

One of them,the largest, (14ft.x 20 ft.) 
is specialy devoted to our electric plant,which con 
-sits in 56 cells,one switch board,a generator of 7 
kilowats,and a 15 H.P.Deisel engine cooled a wekes 
coming from a tank of 5 ft.diameter,and 7 ft.high. 

The other rooms are used to store so 
-me of our supoiies,anu are to take the place of 2 
old buildings that are a disgrace in the neighbour- 
hood of the School. 

I can say again What I have said 
to you in my letter of the 22d.of June: "Hverytning 
has been built warm indeed,but in the cheapest way¥ 
Mr.Christaasson knows what I say is very true, for he 
everything in his last trip to Fort Alexander. 

-+-- FITTINGS & FIXTURES. ---- 

Having to put up machines entirely diff- 
-erent of the old ones in speed and in sizes,we had 
to get new pulleys,new shafts,new straps,etc...to 
make everything work right together.Most of those 
materials wam bought from Fairbanks Morse Co.,and 
the rest from Ashdown or Marshall-Wells Co.,that is 
from firms selling at the wholesale. 

I hope those explanations will be 
sufficient to prove you that we have not wasted mo- 


ney,but we have spent the strick necessary only. We 
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had to install machines and make them work: so 
it was necessary to build a place where to put t 
them,and buy the necessary fixtures to have a good 
result. 

Please,Sir, accept my best thanks 
for the help you gave us to get the new engine and 
the new set of batteries; but I ask you to ontinue 
your kindness towards us in seconding my vouchers 
and having them paid in Ottawa the soonest possible

the old ones were, "Mr. Bunn, as well as Mr. Christian- 
son, o&n corroborate what I am saying here, as they

admit that the house that we have built is larger than 
was absolutely necessary for the electric machines; but 
it was made in previaion of future need. If Mr. Scott 
is unable to grant the full amount, I would ssk him to 
kindly grant us half of that sum, and later on when 


the remainder of the building will be used to put in the 


reservoirs, the Government should grant us the remainder 
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ag all the money which was paid for it belongs to the 
Congregation of the Oblate Fathers, and with their 
permission I have invested there my salary with a 
certain part of that of my assistant. 

I have written you with confidence, Sir, 
desoribing the facts as they are.

Principal of the Fort Alexander Indian Residential School, I 
wish to report that Mr. Commissioner Grahem forwarded these 
accounts under cover of his letter of November 17th, last, 
(File No. 125-1-5). Mr. Graham pointed out that Mr. Inspector 
Bunn had advised him the Principal intended to erect a building 
to house the electric light plant at his own expense. The 
Commissioner further points out that the expenditures extended 
over a period of more than 5 months and he states “if the 
Principal wished and expected to be reimbursed by the Depart- 
ment for the expenditure he undertook, he should certainly 
have brought the matter to the attention of the Department 
before and given an estimate of the probable cost." Mr. Graham 
goes on to say “the Principal of this school seldom offers 
cooperation in undertakings designed for the benefit of this 
school and his attitude in regard to the painting which was 
done this summer is another illustration of this characteristic. 
I cannot recommend payment of these accounts and forward them 
to the Department to take what action it desires." 


Mr. Graham was informed that he should return the 
accounts to the Rev. Principal with the information that, as 
there was no authority for the expenditure, the Department 
could not give favourable consideration to reimbursement.

I cannot 
see, however, that there were an, directions to erect a 
building at a cost of more than $1300. 


Mr. Commissioner Graham quite properly points out 
that the expenditures extended over 6 period of over four 
monthe, and, if you expected to be reimbursed by the 
Department, you could have written concerning the matter 
and estimated the cost. I am sure you understand thet it 
is necessary to secure an epproprietion before grants can 
be made for costly improvements. I regret that there are 
no funds for this purpose at the present time.

In reference to your letter of the 38th 
of January last, number 125-1-5. 


I wish to thank you sincerely for the 
courtesy with which my letter of the 16th of January 
last was received, and in which I was claiming the 
sum of $1,338.66 which I spent for the installation 
of certain machinery at the School of Fort Alexandre, 
I have noticed with pleasure that you recognize my 
right of claiming immediately the money spent especially 
for the foundations of the new engine (5' X 7 X 8 
and the exhaust tank (7' X 7X 10) requested by the 
Company which furnished the engine. In all this it 
was necessary to have new iron fittings. Everything 
has been accomplished according to the orders of Mr. 
Bunn and Mr. Graham. 


Furthermore, I did not believe it was nec~ 
essary to have special authorization to get the nec- 
essary straps and new pulleys as the old ones could 
not be used with the new engine which has a velocity 
and flywheels completely different to the old one. 

It seems to me that all this was the consequence of 

the orders of Mr. Graham who was pressing the installa- 
tion of the engine, so that everything should work 
alright. 


The expenditure made to execute the work 
above mentioned has been over $700.00. 


Concerning the building which was made to 
house these machines, I recognize now that I should 
have received explicit authorization. However, I 
consider that it was absolutely necessary. Today, 
more than ever, I see that I have done well in having 
it built, (notwithstanding my mistake in not obtaining 
the required permission), the fire protection we have 
is most deplorable. Very often, our reservoirs ars 
absolutely emply on account of leaks and other unaviod- 
able reasons. HOwever, they are too small for our 
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institutions, therefore, before we can put 83% new 
engine and the pump ination, it takes fifteen to 
twenty minutes, in case of fire this would be too 
long, the school would already be on fire. 


It is, therefore, necessary that we should 
have reservoirs with pressure as soon as possibe; the 
only place to put them would be in the cellar of this 
building I had built, but for which I should have ob- 
tained the necessary permission. 


While asking you to kindly grant us for 
1926-27 an adequate system to protect us against fire, 
I wish to ask you to grant us what u recognize to 
be due to us, that is to say about $700.00, awaiting 
that the remainder will be given to us in the next 
estimates of the Parliament.

I have to acknowledge Department No. 125-1-5, dated 
22nd inst. with reference to the installation of the pressure 
tanks at the Port Alexander Residential @chool. I am of the 
Opinion that it would be a mistake to withdraw from the 
Department's first decision that the school authorities should 
themselves, carry out the work of installation. With my letter 
to you of the 15th inst. I enclosed a copy of a letter received 
from the Principal, after consideration of which, the Depart- 
ment now states that it will agree to pay the cost of install- 
ing the tanks. The last sentence in the Rev. Principal's 
letter however, appears to have been overlooked and this to 
my mind contains a threat that the school authorities will not 
allow the placing of pressure tanks in the building in which 
it was proposed they should be installed, unless the Department 
will pay the cost of the erection of that building. 


This latter was erected by the school without con- 
sultation with or authority from the Department and after it 
had been completed, they demanded repayment. This however, 
the Department would not acquiesce in.

Dear Father Bousquet: 


I have your letter of October 26th, with 
reference to your request for reimbursement on account of 
expenditure inourred in the erection of an outbuilding at 
the Fort Alexander Indian Residential School. I have read 
your communication of the same date to the Secretary and 
I note that the building in question is erected on 
property that does not belong to the Department. 


May I refer to your letter of January 16th, 
last, in which you base your claim for reimbursement on 
the fact that you believed you had authority from Mr. 
Commissioner Graham to erect the building. If you 
considered the Department was going to pay for this work, 
why 414 you not select a site on the school land? I 
eamot agree to the expenditure of public money on 
permanent improvements to private property. 


Coneerning the proposed installation of 
pressure tanks, I wish te point out that, in your letter 
of February 22n4, last, you state that it wae necessary 
that you should have pressure tanks as soon as possible 
and that the only place to put them was in the eellar 
of the building you had erected. You had already 
placed the electric light plant in thie building and 
the eonsidered the action communicated to you 
in official letter of the 18th of Cetober was the only 
course to take. 


I note in your letter that you believe it 
unwise to install pressure tanks without reneving the 
pe line to the school. If this is the case, it may be 
advisable to postpone the activity until the spring, when 
new piping could be laid. 


I have been in correspondence with the 
Department of Health with reference to using the river 
water after the Pine Falls Pulp Mille are in operation. 
I have asked Mr. Inspector Bunn to make enquiries 
concerning the exact nature of the arrangements that are 
being made at the mill.

Dear Father Bousquet, 
Referring to our discussion at 
Pine Falls,I am returning herewith a letter from Mr.Bunn.1I will 
answer the questions in the order in tm which they appear. 
lo. ‘The only chemical used in the actual cooking operation 

is calchum bi sulphite,whieh is chemically an acid salt of 
sulphurous acid which is furnished to the digester in concen- 
tration not in excess of 6 % and discharged after the cooking 
process at a concentration two-tenths of one per cent.The volu- 
«me which enters the river is negligible in comparison with 
the total flow,and the material discharged is not in itself 
poisonnous nor does it possess any poisonous characteristics. 

2o0....The number of employees in the mill at the start-up 
will probably be about 225,with a possible increase to 300,if 
second paper machine is put into operation. Disposal of sewage, 
etc..enters the Winnipeg River below the mill and townsite in 
running water.. 

3o...I do not know if there is anything more that I can 


add,but will be glad to furnish you with any information you 
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require. There is no contamination of the water,and 
I know that manyy¥ mills have been in operation for years,much 
closer to the intake of municipal water supply than is the mae 
case under discussion.

The school will be about 5 miles .not less rather more, 
down stream from the mill. The mill and school are on the 

south side of the Winnipeg River. The Winnipeg River is a large 

stream.

With referen¢e to Inspector Bunn's letter of the 20th 
instant, hereunder, concerning the possible pollution of the water ~ 
supply for the Fort Alexander Indian Residential School, by the 
discharge of drainage and sewage from the Manitoba Paper Co.'s 
Mills at Pine Falls, I beg to say that considering the small amount 
of sulphurus acid which will empty into the Winnipeg Ri ver there 
will be no danger of the water being materially affected by this 
chemical, The explanation given by Mr, Irvine, General Manager of 
the Company, with regard to the chemicals which will be used in 
the operation of their plant is quite correct, As to the explanation 
given by this gentleman regarding the disposal of the sewage from 
the employees’ toilets, I find it to be incomplete. The Department 
should be fully advised as to whether the sewage is to be treated 
before being discharged into the river. The Company should be 
compelled to submit plans showing the entire drainage and sewerage 
disposal systems to the Manitoba Department of Health for approval, 
and this Department should be advised as to the result of the in- 
vestigation.

I would suggest as the surest way of ascertaining whether 
the water at the proposed intake of the water work system at the 
school site will be polluted that a frequent bacerialogical analysis 
be made of it for some time, and this without considering the pro- 
posed type of sewerage system which might be adopted by the company. 
I will undertake to otmin the above mentioned information if you 
approve of my recommendation.

This will acknowledge your letter of February 
2nd with reference to the request of the Department of 
Indian Affairs that an investigation be made of the water 
supply system of the Indian School and a report with 
estimates of cost of either providing a new system or of 
making the necessary repairs and alterations to the exist- 
ing one. 


The matter was taken up with Mr. Bunn, Inspector 
of Indian Agencies at Winnipeg, and he stated that all he 
knew of the situation was from his correspondence with Father 
Bousquet, Principal of the School. From this correspondence 
it appears that it is not a question of the water supply 
system itself being unsatisfactory but the possible danger 
of contamination of the school's water supply from the waste 
and sewage from the Manitoba Paper Company's pulp mills at 
Pine Falls. This is due to the fact that the school takes 
its water from the Winnipeg river some eight miles below the 
pulp mills, the waste and sewage of which is discharged into 
the river. To determine whether Father Bousquet's fears are 
warranted and that the water supply of the school will be 
dangerously contaminated under the existing conditions will 
require an extensive investigation. This investigation will 
include the securing of numerous samples of the water at the 
point of supply and at different stages of the river, 
together with a chemical analysis of the same. Further, it 
will also be necessary that the investigation cover the 
summer months, as at this time the danger from contamination 
is most likely to occur. 


At the present time only one paper machine is 
installed but according to reports a second is likely to be 
added in the near future. Mr. Irving, General Manager of 
the pulp mill, in a letter to Pather Bousquet, a copy of 
which Mr, Bunn has on file, states that at present there 
are about 225 employees, which would be increased to 300 
if the second machine was installed. This near prospect 
of a second machine will necessitate a further investiga- 
tion when the mill is brought up to its full capacity. 


In view of the fact that it does not appear 
to be a question of altering or repairing the water supply 
system of the school, but one of possible danger of

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contamination of the source of supply due to the discharge 
of waste and sewage from the pulp mill and town above, it 
would appear that this matter is ons for the Provincial 
Health Authorities to handle as this is a matter coming 
aireotly under their control. 


Before proceeding further would you kindly 
advise me whether the Indian Department does consider 
that the water supply system, that is pumps, pipes, etc., 
needs overhauling, or if, as it appears, it is a question 
of contamination of the water supply, you desire that I 
proceed with the investigation necessary for the proper 
determination of whether contamination wiil or will not 


occur.

PRESENT AND PROPOSED 
WALTER SUPPLY SYSTEM. 
FORT ALEXANDER INDIAN SCHOOL, 
PROT ALEXANDER, MANITOBA. 


BY JOHN ORAIG. 
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In February, 1927, the Departuent of Indian Affairs 
requested that in view of reports that the water supply 
system in the Indian School at Fort Alexander was inadequate 
for present needs, an inspection of the system be made by 
engineers of this Branch and « report with estimates of costes 
submitted for a new system, if required, or if the present 
plant could be satisfactorily overhauled, the repairs and 
alter atlons necessary for the work, Under date of Vebruary 
26th Mr. J, T. Johnston requested that this office make the 
necessary inspection and submit a report covering the points 
asked for by the Department of Indian Affairs. ; 

The Fort Alexander Indian School, which is located 
on the south bank of the Winnipeg river some five miles below 
Pine falls, was visited on Mareh 15th by the undersigned and 
Mr. E. B, Patterson, when the necessary inspection of the 
water system and survey of the grounds was made, In addition, 
the whole question was gone into fully with Rev. Father 
Bosquette, Principal of the school. 

In ‘the report which follows the necessary repairs 
alterations for a system adequate for domestic purposes only 
and for one adequate for both domestic and fire purpéses & 
treated separately. This method is followed in view of tI 
fact that with a comparatively small outlay the prqsent syst 
could beoput into a satisfactory condition for domestic 
purposes, wheveas to nake the system adequate for /any ont 
fire protection will mean numerous alterations Bigtts e 


with a corresponding relatively high outlay. 
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PRESENT WATER WORKS SYSTEM, 

As shown on Plan No. 1 giving the general layout, 
the water supply for the school is taken from the Winnipeg 
river and the present system, outside of a few additions te 
the distribution system and some replacements, is the same as 
that originally installed in 1902 at the time the school was 
constructed, 

The intake pipe running from the pwap house into the 
river ie a 2" galvanized iron pipe, 100' being laid on the 
shore and the remaining 350' in the river. It will be noted 


from Plan No, 2 that the water end of the intake is partly 


1 laid in an excavated trench until it reaches the deep water 


where it is supported on a timber trestle, the water at this 
point being about 25' deep. It was necessary, Vather 
Rosaquette stated, to extend the intake pipe out this distance 
in order to reaeh the main current of the ticked at pane distance 
ftom the shore, owing to the water in the small bay being 
imparatively shallow.

Power for the pump is supplied by pelt drive 
from a 15 h.p. Semi-Diesel engine loeated on the ground floor 
of the power house, This ¢igine, which was installed last 
year, also supplies power for a 7% k.w.. generator for lighting 
purposes. Though the rated capacity of the pump is 1,800 
U.S. gallons per hour, actually this ie largely reduced by 
the high lift, which at low water will be 22 feet and bx the

friction losses through the 450' of 2" intake pipe, , the 


capacity of the pump will probably not run over 15 U.8. 
gallons per minute. 

From the pump the water is carried through a 2" 
discharge main to the school building and thenee to four 
storage. tanks located in the attic of the school, Three of 
these tanks are made of galvanized irom 5' 9" diameter and 4' 
deep, the fourth being a square wooden tank, the dimensions 
being 5' 3" by 7* 6* by 3' deep. Of these tanks, which are 
all 24 years old, the wooden tank has been unserviceable for 
five years and of the cireular tanks one hag been out of 
serviee for the past month due to leakage, Of the two tanks 
now being used, these have been kept in use by placing about 
two inches of conérete in the bottom in the endeavor to stop 
Leakage and make them serviceable. 

In ad@ition to the 2” force main from the pump house 
to the sehool a 1-1/4" pipe rums from the pump house to the 
Mission House and a 1" pipe from the school to the stabie. 

Of these pipes the 2" and 1-1/4" were laid in 1902, while that 
from the sehool to the stable was laid by Father Bosquette 
himself 10 or 12 years ago. Due to the ground being frozen 
the condition of the piping wae not ascertained, but from 
what Father Bosquette states the condition the intake pipe 


was if, when replaced,and from a general knowledge of the 
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subject, it is more tham probable that the pipes have served 
their time, 

As shown on the general lay-out plan No. 1, the 
sewerage leaves the shore a short distance below the intake 
pipe. As, however, the intake cuns some 350' out into the 
main current and as no trouble has occurred during the 24 
years it has been operating there is evidently no danger of 


contamination from this source, 


DOMESTIC SERVICE ONLY, 


In taking up the question of water supply for 
domestic needs Father Bosquette stated that the present 
system as originally installed cives adequate service for 
the needs of the school, In view of the above, if the 
Department of Indian Affairs does not desire a certain amount 
of fire protection, it will only be necessary to put the 
present system into satisfactory working order by certain 
replacements, The pump itself should be good for many more 
years of service and though due to the high lift and large 
friction losses in the 450' of 2" intake it does not deliver 
ite rated eapacity, this simply means that the time required 
for the actual pumping each day is increased. In recommending 
the replacements considered necessary to put the syetem in 
proper working order for domestic supply it is assumed that 
the service pipes laid in 1902 are in poor condition and 
should be renewed, This ean only, however, be definitely 

, determined by an inspection é¢f the pipes when uncovered.

Enclosed please find three copies of Mr, Craig's 
report on the Present and Proposed Water Supply System of the 
Fort Alexander Indian School, As Mr, Craig states in his report 
he took up the matter with the Principal, Father Bosquette, 
whether if the present system was put in working order it would 
be satisfactory, and Father Bosquette replied that as far as 
he was concerned it would be quite alright if this was done, 


Mr. Craig has, therefore, recommended certain 
replacement of worn-our material and considers that if this 
work is done that the system should be satisfactory for domestic 
purposes, If, however, the Department of Indian Affairs desires 
fire protection a general enlargement of the system will have 
to be made to supply sufficient water at proper pressure, 


It might appear that the recommendation of Mr, 
Craig for three pressure tanks is excessive, but taking into 
account that it takes at least twenty minutes to start the 
engine, the having in reserve of two tanks of water under a 
certain pressure would barely supply sufficient water for fire 
purposes until the pump can be started operating.

In this room 32 children were present, ranging from 
grade 3 to 6. 

The children appeared well along in their 
work and were not afraid to speak out when reading or 
answering questions. I see no reason why more advanced 
work should not be undertaken, especially up to grade 8, 
although, from what I could learn, work has only been 
carried on up to and including grade 6. 

This classrowm is very large and will 
accommodate 60 pupils. fhe room is well lighted and well 
supplied with blackboard room. The books and all the 
furniture were in excellent condition and one feels that 
the vest of care is given things in general. ‘he children 
were clean and very tidy. 

The junior classroom is in charge of Sister 
Philip Marie who had 30 present. ‘This room is amaller 
than the senior room, yet accommodates the pupils nicely. 
Here, again, the children were clean and very tidy. ‘The 
school work heard was good and I have no doubt the 
children are making progress. ‘The attendance in both 
rooms, according to the register, is excellent. 

The dormitories were all spotless and the 
beds beautifully made and clean. In fact, the whole 
school was in excellent condition and all the departments 
appeared to be under good management. 

I spent considerable time going over the 
fire equipment. I found all the doors on the last wing 
budlt, which lead to the fire escape, all open inward. 
The first door opens in and allows one to enter a hallway 
about 8 ft. square, then another door opens from this on 
to the fire escape and this door also opens inward, so 


that there are two doors on each of the three floors and 


all open 
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@ § « 
all open in instead of outward. The condition is made 
worse on account of the small hall as it would be impossible 
to open the outside door should this hall become jammed. 
The electric light is not extended to the outside of the 
school where the fire escape balconies are. This would 
increase the danger should a fire occur in the night. 
Both end@ of the building, where fire escapes are, should 
have lights on the sedond and third stories at least. I 
tried out the fire hose and found three were of little usé. 
These hose are at least 20 yrs. old and when the water was 
turned on, it ran through the fabric as if it were cheese 
cloth. ‘The hose are 50 ft. long and 2" in diameter. Yather 
Kalmes requested that a 25 ft. extension be supplied so 
that it might be attached, if necessary. I think the 
extension is necessary as the present 50 ft. hose will not 
carry outside. 

The school is also equipped with a number 
of Pyrene ané Guardene fire extinguishers. The Guardene 
extinguisher holds 2k gals. and needs to be refilled every 
12 months. I understand that those at the school should 
now be refilled. ‘They require 4 solution of baking soda 
and sulphuric acid. This is quite inexpensive and should 
be carried out each year. 


The outbuildings are all in good repair.

need of paint. I understand the lumber on the lower half 
was green when the barn was erected. ‘The paint was applied 
to this green lumber, with the result that it has all 
pealed off. ‘The lower half should have one coat and then 
the entire barn receive one, which would leave it uniform 
in appearance and otherwise in good condition.

Father Kalmes informed me that his school 
was not full, in fact, he could accommodate 15 to 20 more 
pupils. In going over the reserve, I found children not 
attending. The parents complained about the children not 
receiving 6nough education and, when of age, being dismissed 
with barely any clothes. Whether these complaints are 
justified or not, I am not prepared now to say, but I 
explained to the Indians that the school was now in charge 
of a new Principal and no doubt would be carried on 
satisfactorily and that the children must be sent back. I 
also instructed the Agent to follow this matter up and get 
the children back in school as soon as possible. Rev. 
Father Kalmes had only just arrived and was already busy 
endeavouring to obtain pupils. 

As stated above, the school was in splendid 
condition and appeared well staffed. The outside and 
surroundings showed care and upkeep, and the children 


appeared quite healthy and happy.

The Manitoba Pulp & Paper Co,discharge sewerage 
from their mill and town of Pine Falls into the Winnipeg 
River at a point immediately above the Fort Alexander 
Reserve,and as the river is the sole source of water 
supply that the Indians have,and as poth the Catholic 
Boarding School and the Anglican day school also use 
the river,there is a grave risk of a typhoid epidemic 
starting unless some action is taken to obviate this 
contamination. 

The situation is particularly aggravated when a west 
wind blows in fem the Lake,(the prevailing wind) as this 
tends to back up the water in the river,and causes the 
sewage to collect. 

The remedy is either to insist on the mill company 
disposing of their sewage in another manner,or construct 
sufficient wells for the use of the Indians and the schools, 

The mill and town draw their water supply from a 
point about lmile above the place where the sewage discharges, 
and they might consider a proposal to pipe sufficient 
good water from their mains 80 as to provide the Indians 
with ample for their use. 

In my Opinion,some prompt action is desirable before 
an epidemic starts.

I beg to advise that complainte have been 
received rezarding the contamination of the water in the 
Winnipeg River at the Fort Alexander Reserve,due to the action 
of the Manitoba Pulp & Paper Co,in depositing sewage from their 
mill and also from the town of Pine Falls,into the river at 
a point above the Indian houses and schoole,and it appears 
that there is great risk of a typhoid e@pidemio breaking out 
if this practice is permitted to continue,without taking 
ateps to counteréact 44, 192. 


The situation is aggravwbed by the fact that 
the prevailing wind which is from the west aaross Lake Wimipeg 
tends to back up the water in the river,thereby causing the 
deposited sewage to collect. 


The Department i@ aware that you have 
recently taken steps to have samples of the water that is used 
by the schools and Indians ,analysed,and I shall be pleased to be 
4{nformed of the result of this examination, 


In any event however,it is proposed to 
remedy the situation,as it will doubtless get worse rather 
than better,and there appears to be only three ways of dealing 
with it. 
1. Insist on the company diapesing,of their sewage 
in another manner,than dumping it in the river. 
2.Arrange for the constructions of wells at various 
pointe on the reserve. 
3,Have the company run two pipe lines along the river 
banks,so that these can be tapped at regular intervals, 


As the company derive a pure supply of water 
from the river at a point some distance 2 their sewage outlet 
they may be disposed to consider the last proposal,provided 
proper measure? oan be taken to sev that the various outlets 
from the mins are not permitted to freeze up in the winter. 


Kindly favor the Department with your own 
views in the matter.

In further reference to the subject matter of 
my memo, of Aug. 8th,last regarding the above question, 
agent Stevenson has now sent in copies of analyses of 
samples of the Winnipeg River water taken from different 
places and at various times,and these analyses show 
that typhoid bacilli are present in every sample. 


Dr.Stone has marginally noted that the river is 
therefore polluted below the sewer outlet,and is 
consequently a source of danger. 


I would suggest that the Department make urgent 
and strong representations to the Manitoba Pulp & Paper 
Company ,to remedy the situation as soon as possible, 
as further delay is dangerous not only to the health of 
the Indians on the reserve,but also to the children in 


the Fort Alexander Boarding School.

Dear Doctor, 


In regard to the matter contained in 
communication from A. F. MoKenzie of the Department of Indian 
Affairs to C. A. Stephenson, Indian Agent, Selkirk, Manitoba, a 
copy of which you left with me this morning, I may say that the 
position of the town of Pine Falls in regard to the adjacent 
country to the west down the river does not differ from the 
position or responsibility of any city or town in Manitoba which 
empties its sewage into the river on which it is located. The 
City of Brandon, the Town of Portage la Prairie, and the City of 
Winnipeg, all dispose of their sewage into the adjacent streams. 
It is inevitable, therefore, that the water below a town of any 
considerable size is bound to be impure, and the only way to meet 
this difficulty, or at least the way it is being met in other 
localities, is to put the responsibility of supplying pure water 
upon the local authorities; that is, upon the Department of 
Indian Affairs, in this instance, or local councils in organized 
territory. 


The difficulty is usually met by digging 
wells to supply the local meds. 


As to the past paragraph in this letter, 

in which it is stated that a supply of pure water is obtained from 

the river above the town of Pine Falls at some distance above the 
sewage outlet, it may be pointed out that the water of the Winni- 
peg River is liable to contamination at many points above Pine

The benefits of eliminating the hardness forming salts from water 
in industries and institutions are now so well known that further comment is unnecessary. 


Description of Industrial Type Water Softeners 


Water Softeners using REFINITE have been in satisfactory use in the largest laundries, 
industries, hotels and institutions in Canada for years. 


REFINITE RAPID REGENERATING MINERAL is the same material that has during 
the last ten years proven itself capable of delivering high softening rates and larger capaci- 
ties between regenerations without disintegrating and without discoloring the water. 


‘The Industrial Type REFINITE SOFTENER shown consists of a steel tank welded or 
riveted with man-hole and inlet and outlet connections for the hard and soft water lines. The 
tank is ordinarily built to withstand a working pressure of 67 pounds per square inch but can 
be built to meet any requirements. 


The salt tank is of steel of sufficient size to hold the salt required for each regeneration.

Where steam is available a steam ejector is used to circulate the water in the softener 
through the salt tank dissolving the salt and as the brine passes through the REFINITE 
bed it completely removes the hardness forming salts that were taken from the water which 
has been softened.

The gravel and REFINITE are shipped in bags ready for putting in the Softener Tank. 


A meter to measure the water softened is furnished and where required we furnish a 
special contact bell-ringing attachment which draws the operator’s attention when the full 
capacity of the softener has been used and regeneration is necessary, 


Regeneration consists of dissolving the salt in the brine tank and forcing it several times 
through the bed of REFINITE mineral by means of the steam ejector, or when steam is not 
available, circulating it with a bronze pump connected to a motor. Regeneration of the min- 
eral is complete in thirty minutes. 


Selection of Sizes 


To determine the correct equipment for any given conditions an analysis of the water is 
the first requirement. Iron or suspended matter in any considerable quantity must be removed 
before the water is passed through the bed of Refinite as the pores of the Mineral can be 
clogged so that it will no longer function.

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GENERAL DESCRIPTION 

Standard Pressure Filters are built for 67 pounds working pressure per square inch 
and tested to 100 pounds. The filtering materials are specially selected and graded silica 
sand and gravel. 

“ ae and fittings 3 inches and smaller are screwed pattern, 4 inch and larger are 
anged. 

The water enters the filter at the top and is deflected by a baffle plate so that the 
filter bed is not disturbed. It then passes downward uniformly through the filter bed 
- is collected in a piping system covering the entire bottom of the filter, and passes to 
the outlet. 

The suspended matter which it is desired to filter from the water collects on the 
upper portion of the filter bed and when sufficient has collected to cause a loss of pres- 
sure of 5 pounds the filter must be cleaned, which is accomplished by reversing the flow of 
water and washing upward through the filter and out at the top to the waste. 

The use of a Coagulant is essential with a Pressure Sand Filter if it is desired to re- 
move all suspended matter visible to the naked eye. This Coagulant usually Ammonium 
Aluminum Sulphate, commonly called Filter Alum, is introduced to the water by means 
of the Pressure Coagulant Feeder which consists of an iron container with the necessary 
valves, pipes and fittings to allow a small portion of the water going to the filter to be by- 
passed through it and return back to the inlet line of the filter carrying a small amount of 
Alum in solution, When the water contains sufficient alkalinity, this minute amount of 
Alum produces Hydrate of Alumina, a sticky gelatinous substance which brings the im- 
purities in the water together into large particles and thus is unable to pass the top of the 
filter bed. 

In the case of swimming pools or natural water supplies having very little alkalinity, 
an additional Pressure Chemical Feeder, similar to the Alum Feeder should be used to 
introduce small amounts of Soda Ash, or some such chemical, to the water. 

It is important that the filter be back-washed when necessary and that sufficient 
water be available for this purpose. Care should be taken by the operator, when  back- 
washing, that he does not exceed the rate of 15 gallons per square foot per minute and 
thus wash sand out to the sewer and possibly disturb the filter bed, also that he does not 
waste water by endeavoring to wash at too slow a rate.

water flowing through an injector. This 
vacuum draws the chlorine into the 
injector where it is mixed with the auxili- 
ary water supply. The chlorine solution 
thus formed is conveyed to the water sup- 
ply which is to be chlorinated. 

The auxiliary water supply first passes 
through a strainer and then through a 
reducing valve to the injector (see draw- 
ing). The suction created by the water 
passing through the injector is transmit- 
ted through a silver adjustable head tube 
to the inside of a glass bell jar which 
stands in « partly filled tray of water. 
The vacuum created causes the level of 
the water inside the bell jar to rise above 
the water level outside the jar. This 
opens a float reducing valve which allows 
the chlorine to enter the bell jar, the chlor- 
ine cylinder being connected directly to 
the feed line to which this float valve is 
attached. 

A glass meter tube witha calibrated 
orifice at the top fits over the silver adjust- 
able head tube.

The 
water level inside the meter tube can be 
adjusted by varying the elevation of the 
adjustable head tube inside the meter and 
the chlorine flow regulated in this man- 
ner. The pressure drop across the orifice 
is equal to the difference in height of the 
water inside the bell jar and inside the 
meter tube, 
pirically calibrated to convert this differ- 


The orifice meter tube is em-

A ratchet arrangement enables 
the adjustable head tube to be set as 
desired. 

The chlorine then goes down into the 
injector where it mixes thoroughly with 
the water and then passes to the point of 
application through the discharge line.

The W&T Chlorometer 
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HE W&T Chlorometer has been de 
veloped for the automatic proportional 
application of relatively small quanti- 
ties of chemicals in solution. Its use is princi- 
pally indicated in the application of chlorine 
sterilizing solution tothe sterilization of water. 


While intended largely for small water sup 
plies and for indoor swimming pools, it has a 
wide range of usefulness. Accurate, rugged, 
simple, fool-proof—it can be made absolutely 
automatic in operation, requiring no attention 
other than replenishing the supply of solution. 


Description of Equipment 


In the standard W&T Chlorometer, a three 
gallon bottle of W&T sterilizing solution is 
inverted on a porcelain base with a connected 
chamber in which the sterilizing solution is 
maintained at a constant level. 

A disc with a series of holes or recesses at 
its periphery is revolved in the chamber by 
power obtained from the gear train of a 
water meter through which flows the water 
that is to be chlorinated. As the disc re 
volves, the holes at its edge become filled 
with sterilizing solution. Capillary attraction 
and surface tension keep this solution in the 
holes until they are subjected to suction from 
a small injector near the top of the chamber. 
The injector sucks the sterilizing solution out 
of each hole as it passes by, and introduces it 
into the water supply to be treated. 

Sterilizing solution will be introduced into 
the water only when the disc is revolving. 
The disc will revolve only when the meter is 


running. The meter will run only when 


water is flowing. Automatic proportional ap 
plication is therefore obtained. 

As the water starts to flow, the disc starts 
to revolve and the sterilizing solution is intro 
duced into the water to kill the microbes of 
disease. As the water stops—the meter stops 
the disc stops—and the introduction of 
sterilizing solution ceases. The faster the 


water flows—the faster the disc revolves. 


rhe slower the water flows—the slower the 
disc revolves. The application of sterilizing 
solution is proportional at all times.

When installed for use in connection with 
swimming pool recirculating systems, the 
W&T Chlorometer is usually connected to a 
bypass inserted in the discharge line from the 


filters supplying water to the pool. 


Applicabilities 


The W&T Chlorometer is particularly 
applicable to the small water supply, which 
is operated by automatic pumping systems.

rang, everyone would rush to the fire escape and pile 
up and it would be a very serious situation, 


I have instructed the Principal to 
take the padlock off at once. Of course, there is the 
usual argument that the boys can escape, or that someone 
can come into the dormitories, but I told them this could 
not be helped in the meantime. 


I would suggest, however, that in the 
dormitories where there are fire escapes we partition off 
Bleeping quarters for a member of staff, so that in order 
to get access to or from the fire escape it would be 
necessary to pass through these sleeping quarters. This 

the only solution of the problem in my opinion, It 


would cost some hundreds of dollars to have this done, bu 
Ag, be done without delay.

The chlormmeter equipment at the Mission was 
inspected by Mr.Lindsten of the Wallace 4 Tiernan Co. 
Winnipeg ovfice,Mr.Turner and myself on Dec.13th. 

We found the following conditions: 

(1.) Water strainer om water supply to chlorometer 
plugged with dirt and fish. 
(2) Sterilizing Solution in use too weak and old. 


Mr.Lindsten recommended the supply line to chlorometer 
be changed from +" to #" pipe. we have had this made up in 
the mill. It is about ome foot long and in addition we have 
had an extra strainer installed in this new line using 80 mesh 
bronze wire. 

The simpler we can make the operation of this chlorometer 
installation the better and I will give the attendant there 
&s complete date and instructions as possible so he can keep 
the machine always in good order. Mr.Lindsten advised regular 
inspections and tests on the water both by orthotolidin for 
residual chlorine and bacteriological teste. 

We took samples of both the raw and "Chlorinated" water 
on this visit and these have been turned over to Dr-Bissett. 
Although we do not expect the "Chlorinated" water to be good 
on account of the weak sterilizing Solution,the sample was 
taken as usual. 

We arranged with Mr.lindsten to have a fresh 10% steril- 
iging solution se here at once and he also promised to send 
~ A. formula so I can make up the s@lution in the Lab.here-~ 

er. 

While Mr.Lindsten was hers an inspection was also made 
of the town chlorinator and he pronounced everything in first 
Class condition except one small assembly which was worn and 
should be replaced. This has been requisitioned and Nr.Lindsten 
is sending out the parte at once.

There were approximately 90 children 
in residenee, The grades taught are from 1 to 7, ‘The 
children appeared to be well cared for, and seemed to 
be enjoying the best of health. ‘There were only two 
girls confined to the hospital, one with enlarged 
glands, and th ot} with ekin eruptions. 

The school management do 4 considerable 
amount of farming in the wey of raising peas, oats, and 
wheat, and 110 acres are under cultivation. They also 
have an exceptionally fine garden here. There were a lot 
of flower beds, etcs, in front of the school, and the 
grounds were in the best of shape. 

They keep approximately 100 chickens, 
head of oattle, 8 horses, and 8 pigs. There were 8 sows

Last winter, we had several cases of 

phoid from the Roman Catholic Mission School. 
Your Department, at considerable expense, installed 
a chlorinator apparatus. It seems impossible, 
however, to get the Mission authorities to keep this 
apparatus in order. Our Engineer and Chemist 
have on several occasions, found the apparatus 
either without liquid, or not working at all. 
In view of this, I feel that the only safe thing 
to do, is to have wells dug at the school, for 
domestic water supply, and I would recommend that 
this be done immediately.

that Chiorine Apparatus has caused much trouble and expenses, besides 
the inconvenience of altering tne taste of water and rendering it hard 
for machineries and pipes. I have been advised by experienced men 
that a good Sand Filter has proved to be as good as Chlorine treatment 
If it is s0,I1 would iike to be autnorized to start at work for 
installing a Sand Filter next summer provided tne Indian Department 
pays half the expenses.

I deem it my duty to call your attention to the 
insufficient fire protection now enjoyed by the school. As 
you know, the Fort Alexander School is a frame building. 

There is no fire protection of any kind outside of the build- 
ing, so that, if at any time there is a fire, the only method 
of fighting it would be with buckets. The staff maintained 
by the school would be insufficient in number to organize a 
proper brigade, and I feel sure that, under almost any circum- 
stances, the school would become an easy prey to the flames. 


I have taken this matter up with our engineer, and 
he suggests installing two hydrants - one on each side of the 
building - both to be equipped with a sufficient quantity of 
fire hose, say, of 1g" dimension, to reach both ends of the 
building at the same time. 


What has been said of the school itself holds, 
although to a less degree, for the outbuildings, principally 
the stable and cow barn. A smaller quantity of hose, of 
course, would be required for protection in this latter case. 


As Indian schools are not insured and as the 
Government finds it extremely difficult to provide funds for 
rebuilding such schools as are destroyed by fire, I am of the 
opinion that the matter of fire protection should be attended 
to more strictly than it has been up to date.

1 was informed further by the 
Reverend Principal that plans were under way for 
@ laundry building, a11 of which I knew nothing 
about. 


I do not wish to be unreasonable and 
yet as Inspector it is not pleasant to receive 
the knowledge of such expenditure in the above 
manner. If matters are dealt with in this 
manner the principals of our boarding schools 
will soon ignore both our Indian Agents and 
Inspectors and feel they can deal direct with 
the Department. I would request at least that 
I be advised in connection with such matters.

Following your instructions I visited the Indian 
Mission at Port jlexander on the afternvon of November 12th, made 
a careful inspection of their chlorinating system and beg to report 
as follows; 


when I arrived, the chlorine system was not being 
used, the meter and chlorine feeder were by-passed. I examined all 
parts carefully to learn if any were in a condition to warrant renewal 
» but except for some corrosion I could see no réaeon why it should not 
Operate satisfactory. 


The valves were then opened and by~pacs closed; the 
injector water and solution inlet to ump suction opened to put feeder 
in motion. I made one or two slight adjustments, and except that the 
regulating water was a little slow in filling float chamber, the reseson 
no doubt being « dirty filter, ev rything worked alright. 


I would suggest that thie feeder be given a thonough 
Cleaning, the filter and strainer in the injector water line be Opened 
up, and filling renewed. samples of water taken at least once a week 
and tested for available chlorine so that proper feeding adjustments can 
be set to maintain safe chlorination. That some person aroun the 
plant be instructed in the working of the machine, and be mad@ responsible 
for ite maintenance and operation.

I have received a letter from Rev. Father 
Je O. Plourde, of Winnipeg, stating that Pather Perrault, 
Principal of the Fort Alexander Indian Residential School, 
has informed him that the lighting plant is at present out 
of order, due to the fact that a new set of batteries is 
required and the plant needs a complete overhauling. 


In conversation with Father Perrault today, he 
states that the batteries are of no further use and 
considerable expense will be entailed to overhaul the 
plant. The engine in connection with the lighting plant 
wes installed some twenty years ago and is an old style 
engine, difficult to start even at the best of times. 


Father Plourde, in hie letter, states that in 
order to obtain a proper lighting system for the coming 
fall and winter, they would much prefer that the money 
allowed for the installation of the laundry equipment be 
transferred and used in connecting the school with the 
Hydro power at Pine Falls. It ie estimated that the 
expénse to make the necessary hook-up would cost in the 
neighbourhood of $3,000.00. If it were possible to carry 
out this work, it would solve the lighting problem in 
connection with this school. It is unfortunate that the 
laundry equipment was purchased last year, and yet the 
Department might see fit to withhold the installation of 
game in favour of making the necessary hook-up in 
connection with the lighting system. If the present 
plant is to be retained, I have no doubt the repairs will 
probably cost in the neighbourhood of $500.00. 


I would appreciate being advised as to the 
Department's intentions in regard to the above matter.

It is possible that the Principal 
of the Fort Alexander School has in mind obtaining power 
through an arrangement with the Manitoba Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany. Mr. Gow will interview the Principal and find out 
what arrangements can be made.

With reference to your request re supply of 
power to Fort Alexander Indian Reserve Mission: 


On the basis of the distance being six miles, 
the road being reasonably etraight, and a maximum load 
of 60 kilowatte at 80% power factor, three phase, 2200 
volte, being taken, I would recommend that this line 
be built ueing No. 2 Aluminum Cable Steel Reinforced, 
on 30 ft. poles spaced 200 ft. apart, the separation 
of the wires being 18 inches. 


On the assumption that good poles can be cut 
locally and supplied on the job for not more than $3,00 
@ piece, and that the work can be done by local labor, 
I would estimate this line to cost approximately 
$4,500.00. ‘hie ie on the aseumption that there are 
not too many curves or anchors required, and does not 
inelude cost of clearing. 


In addition to the above there will be 
required transformers and fuses at the receiving end; 
the transformers would cost approximately $120.00 each 
and the cutouts $50.00. 


I have estimated labor costs on this line at 
$200.00 a mile, or a total of $1,200.00. 


The size of conductor given would give a 
reasonable regulation and would be sufficiently strong 
mechanically to take gare of weather conditions.

Sir: 


In accordance with the request contained in 
your letter of July 17th with reference to the supplying 
of hydro-electric power to the Fort Alexander Indian 
Residential School, the writer proceeded to Fort 
Alexander and went over the route of the proposed trans- 
miession line, The matter was then taken up with Mr. 
Caton, Manager, Electric Utility of the Winnipeg Electric 
Company, who has had coneiderable experience in the 
construction of transmission lines, Mr. Caton very 
considerately offered to look into the situation and 
provide ue with an estimate of cost of the necessary 
tranemiseion line, A copy of Mr. Caton's report is 
enclosed herewith. 


The source of power for the Fort Alexander 
School would be the sub-station at the Pine Palle Paper 
Mill. The distance by road between the sub-etation and 
the school is slightly less than six miles. It will 
possibly be preferable to have the tranemission line 
follow the road rather than have difficulty in acquiring 
the right-of-way across the reserve. Furthermore, there 
would be considerable clearing required if the line was 
taken directly agrose the reserve and in any case some 
clearing will be required should the line follow the 
road way, Analysing the figures submitted by Mr. Caton, 
we find that the cost of the transmission line will be 
$4,500., to which must be added the cost of transformers 
and cutouts at an additional $610.00, I also estimate 
that additional clearing will at least cost $500.00 and 
motore required at the plant will also cost an additional 
$500.00, making a total cost for installation of 
approximately $6,000.00. 


The cost of energy has been discuesed with the 
Manager of the Pine Falls Paper Mill and he assures me 
that the Paper Company will supply power at a very reason- 
able rate. The Manitoba Power Company are willing to give 
authority to the Paper Company for the sale of as much 
power ag is required at the school. 


Should the Department of Indian Affaire desire 
to proceed with the installation of this tranemission 
line, it would be advisable for this Bureau to look 
further into the situation as regards the cost of poles 
and the amount of clearing required for the right-of-way.

I beg te refer to your 202-11A R.C. of the third 
ultimo, regarding the condition of the lighting plant at the 
Fort Alexander Indian Reeidential School. In this connection 
I have to say that, as you are, no doubt, aware the Depart- 
ment requested the Dominion Water Power Branch bo enquire 
into the cost of obtaining electric energy from the Hydro 
power available at Pine Falle. Ino report received from the 
Acting District Chief Engineer in Winnipeg, he estimates that 
the total cost for installation of the power line, including 
cost of transformers and cutouts, motors, and clearing of 
right of way of power line, would be approximately $6,000. 


The Department will have no funds to provide this 
expense. It has been decided, therefore, to mapply the 
batteries required, overhaul tne plant and place it in a good, 
serviceable condition. I would request that you will forward 
a report concerning the approximate cost of supplying new 
batteries and aleo the overhauling. You should state the type 
and capacity of the batteries required, the work that would 
be required and the cost of querianiang the lighting plant. 
You might obtain prices for the batteries and the work in 
placing the plant in good condition, from firme on the 
approved list, and submit same for the consideration of the 
Department. As no funde were specially provided to cover the 
cost of placing = electric light service in good condition, 
the funds required for the purpose will have to be taken from 
the amount that was provided in our Estimates for the re- 
vudlding of the laundry.

Provision was made, in the Appropriation for 
the current fiscal year, for an amount of $3,000, to 
make necessary repairs at the Fort Alexander Indian 
Residential School, in omier that the laundry machinery 
could be installed in a proper room.

Dear Sir: ‘ 

I recently inspeoted Port Alexander Indian Residential 
School, but overlooked reporting the need of new work tables 
for the kitchen. 


At present two tables are in use, and both chould have 
been discarded years ago. These tables are about ready to 
fall to pieces, and beyond repair. They are covered with tin 
or zine metal, and this is broken around the edge, and worn 
through on top. The ohildren are continually cutting their 
hands, and in some cases they have been quite severe. 


Another table built along the wall is aleo covered with 
metal sheeting, and this is in equally as bad condition as are 
the tables. 


Myo new tables will cost approximately $40.00, and the 
material and lsbor to cover the third table will cost approx- 
imately $10.00. 


I would strongly recommend the expense necessary to make 
these improvements be allowed, ond would appr ciate having 
the necessary authority.

When 
forwarding all accounts, you should stato thereon that 
the ex iture was incurred under authority of B.R. 3813.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of Department 
Letter 125-1-6 dated October 17th, 1935, which deals with 
the improvements required to the laundry at the Port 
Alexander Indian Residential School. I have already 
discussed this with the Rev. Father Plourde who is leaving 
in the morning for the Fort Alexander School. He will 
make arrangements to have the work started at once and, at 
the same time, will have a bill of material prepared. On 
receipt of this, I will obtain quotations from the two 
firms at Pine Falls, namely - Granovsky Bros. and The 
Manitoba Paper Co, store. 


I have instructed Mr. Irwin to forward the 
necessary time sheets to the Principal and to write the 
Department requesting an accountable advance of $600,00, 
As most of the labourers employed will be Indians, it will 
be necessary to have an accountable advance in order that 
they oan provide for their families. 


Mr. Irwin, the Indian Agent, visits this reserve 
quite frequently and will be able to keep a fairly close 
check on the building operations. I expect to be away 
during the greater part of the next couple of months, but 
will endeavour to keep in touch with the work and, if 
possible, make an occasional inspection trip.

My Dear Mr. Hamilton: 


Purther to your letter of the 2lut instant, 
I desure to state that I proceeded to Fort Alexander 
last Friday accompanied by a general contractor with 
the intention of making an immediate start on the 
repairs necessary to put the laundry milding ina 
livable condition. 


We found the road on the Reserve impassable 
and as the material for this job would have to be 
hauled over this road, Father Perrault and myself came 
to the conclusion that nothing could be done this fall. 
However, I told Father Perrault that in preparation for 
this work next spring he could have about hundred yards 
of gravel hauled on the school premises. He expects to 
have this done this week and 1 told Father Perrault that 
he could send the account to your Department. The gravel 
is taken on the Hast side of the river and all the 
work will be done by the Indians on the Reserve. The 
reason Father Perrault and myself decided to have the 
gravel hauled immediately is that this is the best time 
of the year to secure Indian labor and the money thus 
spent will go 4a long way to reducing want among the 
Indians. 


Hoping that you will find our decision as to 
the postponement of the work as well as to the purchase 
of the gravel in order, I remain,

With reference to your letter 125-1-5 dated 
October 28th, I am now attaching copy of a letter received 
Rev. Father J. O. Plourde, 0.M.I. 


I was on the Fort Alexander Reserve the same day 
as Father Plourde, October 25th, and found it impossible to 
reach the school by car. I made part of the trip by livery 
and was obliged to finish the last four miles by canoe. 


The Rev. Father feels that by the time the necessary 
excavation is completed, it will be too cold to put in the 
cement. The Department will note, however, that instructions 
were left to secure the gravel. I understand the only place 
this can be obtained is across the river from the school, a 
distance of almost half a mile. The gravel will be brought 
across in small boats and the work is being carried out by 
the Indians. I think, in view of weather conditions, and the 
time it will take to do this work, a better class of work 
can be obtained by delaying operations until spring. The 
gravel could be paid for and all the necessary material 
purchased before the end of the fiscal year. 


I would like to be advised if this meets with the 
Department's approval and if arrangements could be made to 
hold over the balance of the grant or, if not, to provide 
sufficient money in the 1936-37 Estimates to do the necessary 
construction work,

The Department will, in view of the recommend- 
ation of Father Plourde and yourself, approve of the 
alterations and improvements to the laundry being carried 
over until next spring. In the meantime, however, in 
order to utilize as much of the funds as are now available 
for the purpose, I would request that you arrange to 
purchase end have delivered on the ground all materials 
that will be required and submit itemized accounts, in 
triplicate, properly certified, covering the cost, before 
the end of the gqeoms® fiscal year. We will, no doubt, 
be able to provide, in the Betimates for the coming 
fiecal year, an amount sufficient to cover the cost of 


the labour in carrying out the work. 


I would refer to your letter of the 21et 

ultimo, requesting that an accountable advance of $600 

be forwarded to Mr. Agent Irwin, to pay the labour. From 
this amount, it may be necessary to pay the Indians for 
their work in supplying the gravel, which you state is 
being brought across the river this fall. You should 
request Mr. Irwin to return any balance of the advance 
which was made him, together with proper labour returns, 
in triplicate, for any payments made from this advance.

Teachers desk and two Sewing Machines for the Fort Alexander 
Indian Residential gchool. 


The letter also requested me to arrange for the 
purchase and delivery of a water front for the kitchen range, 
also six (6) rubber roller casters, and casters for the beds 
in the infirmary. 


The letter stated that the sink at present in the 
scheol is too small for their requirements and instructed me 
to submit an estimate of the cost of supplying a much larger 
sink than is in use at present, also the approximate cost of 
@ hospital chair. 

On my first visit to the Reserve after receiving 
the above letter, I called at the Indian Residential School 
and learned that the desks, sewing machines etc. had been 
delivered and were satisfactory. 


Father Perrault, the principal of the school 
gave me the necessary pargiculars about the water front for 
the range and the casters but could not desoribe exactly the 
kind of sink required. I advised the principal to see Mr. 
Campbell, Manager of the Manitoba Paper Co's. store at Pine 
Falls and look through the catalogue with him, and if he 
could find the type of sink, and chair required. Mr. Campbell 
would be pleased to obtain prices, which I would submit to 
the Department at Ottawa. 


A few days later, Father Perrault called at the 
Co's. store at Pine Falls and consulted with Mr. Campbell about 
the sink and chair, and as they could not find anything in the 
catalogue to suit, and Father Perrault intimated that he would 
be going to Winnipeg shortly, Mr. Oampbell advised him to look 
around and if he found anything to suit, to bring back the 
particulars and he would be glad to obtain the best price and 
submit the same to this office, to be taken up with the Depart— 
ment. 

Father Perrault eventually visited Winnipeg, 
and I enclose herewith a letter from Mr. Campbell which explains 
his procedure there. I may say that Father Perrault did not 
advise this office of his intentions re the above and we had no 
knowledge whatever of the transaction, until the enclosed letter 
Was received. 

The Manitoba Paper 0... are still holding the 
invoice and we will not authorize the same to be charged to the 
Department of IndiannAffairs until further instructiéns from the 
Department have been received.

In reply to Department Letter 125-1-5 dated 
January 24th, I am returning herewith the voucher submitted 
by Mr. Irwin, Indien Agent, Selkirk, amounting to $31.50, 
in favour of 8. Perreult, Port Alexander, Man. 


On receipt of Department Letter 125+1-5 dated 
November 15th, 1935, I got in communication with the Reve 
Father Plourde with a view to again visiting the Fort Alexander 
School and preparing 4 rough sketch of the alterations required. 
We were both familiar with the situation and Father Plourde 
stated thet the only change he would suggest in the rough sketoh 
which we had already made was to widen the passage-way to the 
same width as the laundry, I agreed to this suggestion, 
because it entailed very little additional expense. He then 
requested that if I could wait for a few days, he would have 
one of the Brothers prepare & plan, stating that in this way 
no mistake could occur. To accommodate Father Plourde, I agreed 
to wait. However, due to the Brother being sick, the plans 
were held up for some little time and I believe they were 
eventually prepared by someone else. There was no intimation 
that any charge would be made and, in fact, I cons idered a 
favour was being extended to Father Plourde in meeting his 
re que st. 


On receipt of the voucher from the Department, I 
phoned Father Plourde and he appeared equally as surprised 
as I was and stated Father Perrault had no right to submit 
an account. He stated that certain expense had been incurred, 
but the Department were not being held responsible. 


Father Plourde requested that IL inform the Department 
that no charge was being made in connection with the plans 
submitted.

As the Estimates in connection with the Fort 
Alexander Residential School did not pass through this 
office, I do not know if provision was made for the 
exterior painting of the school. However, I feel this 
should be brought to the Department's attention as it 
is practically impossible to tell that one side of the 
building has ever been painted. ‘The paint is absolutely 
gone and the boards have become badly weather beaten. 
It would be a big improvement if the painting could be 
carried out this year. In any event, it should be done 
with a view to economy. 


The Rev. Principal states he is willing to do 
the work if the Department will supply the mterial and 
one man to do the high places. The approximate cost 
will range from $260. to $300. If funds can be provided, 
I would recommend that the work be carried out.

I have your No. 202-11A R.C. of the 2let instant, 
regarding the work 4n completing the leundry at the Fort 
Alexander Indian Residenti al School and informing the Depart- 
ment that this work is well under way. 


Like yourself, the Department was surprised that 
the principal had undertaken the work before he received the 
necessary authority and instructions from the Department. It 
ie noted that the Principal has engaged the services of a 
competent foreman ami is employing Indian labour. You should 
inetruct the Principal to see that proper time sheets, in 
triplicate, are kept for all labour employed, and he should 
forward game to your office. If you are satisfied as to their 
correctness, you should certify and forward same to the Depart- 
mente 


The Department desires thet the work in connection 
with the laundry be satisfactorily completed and will approve 
of the erection of new flues for the steam boiler, which will 
be transferred from the old laundry. It is noted that the 
cost will be approximately $80. The disposal line from the 
echool to the new laundry should be put in thorough repair, 
and you may arrange for the purchase of any new material re- 


quired for this pur ose. You may also purchase paint, to the 


amount of approximately $30. Before accounts for labour and 
any further materials required are forwarded, the Department 
will be pleased if you will have the opportunity of visiting 
the school, inspecting the work and reporting that it has been 
satisfactorily finished. No doubt, it will be necessary to 
have the laundry machinery which was purchased some time ago 
inetalled.

On the lst of June, I wrote him confirming this 
conversation and later, on the 6th, I advised him by letter 
that the amount allowed for labour, namely $800., must not 
pe exceeded. I visited the school on June 4th, and the 
outside of the building was completed and the new laundry 
machinery had been moved ine It will entail considerable 
work to get this machinery placed and properly connected 
up. There remained to be connected the heating plant, the 
steam boiler, and the plumbing» In addition, there was 
considerable work in connection with partitions eta. I 
coneider that the work, up to that point, had been well 
done. Father Perrault, as well as the Foreman, advised 
me that it was not necessary to employ other labour in 
connection with installing the laundry machinery. 


I have been most emphatic with Father Perrault 
regarding expense for labour, emphasising that the amount 
must not be exceeded. However, T have made it clear to 
Father Plourde and Pather Brachet that I am of the opinion 
this work should not have been started under the supervision 
of Father Perrault. Unfortunately, I have not been able to 
get in communication with the Rev. Pather Provincial, but 
I believe he is familiar with conditions at the Fort

Attached is Voucher No- 176 in connection 
with the new laundry at the Fort Alexander Indian 
Residential School, amounting to $596.20, which covers 
expense incurred while Rev. Father Perrault was still 
in chargé. 


The foreman is a good worker and thoroughly 
understands his business. Due to the change of Principals 
and delay in purchasing some of the material, the foreman 
left to work at Berens River. The laundry work will be 
stewed again and completed as soon as he returns. 


I realize that the labour already has exceeded 
$1200. but the alterations entailed more work than was at 
first anticipated. We will need a further outlay for 
labour, but it is difficult to estimate the exact amount . 
I would suggest between three and four hundred dollars. 
The Rev. Father Brachet is now in charge and I know will 
give the work Glose supervision. 


I can assure the Department that the work so far 
has been well done and has entailed a lot of hard labour. 


I understood while in Ottawa that this work was 
to be completed, but the cost kept as low as possible. I 
have advised Father Brachet that the estimated expense 
has been far exceeded and that every effort must pe made 
by him to keep any further expense at a minimum. Unless 
ctherwise instructed, the work Will be completed as soon as 
the foreman returns from the North.

Mr. Inepector Hamilton, in a communication hereunder, 
dated the 7th instant, states that this school is faced with the 
ation of adequate power for leuniry and other purpeses and 
providing batteries for the lighting system. He states that 

the solution of the whole preblem at this school weuld be to 
bring in the Hydro power. It will be necessary to install a 

power line approximately 6 miles from Pine Falis to the school 
and he estimates the cost to be approximately $6,000. The 
Inspector states that it is now necessary to supply a new engine 
te operate the laundry which has been recently built and it will 
aleo be necessary to supply new batteries for the lighting plant. 


It would, no doubt, be a great advantage to have 
electric power installed and would save future costs in providing 
ee engines and batteries. I beg to recommend that 
‘avourable consideration be given to the instal ef the power 
line and that the funde for the purpose -— $6,000.00 - be taken 
from the Special Building Programme. I understand that it is 
not intended to proceed with the work of erecting a school 
building at Fort Rae. The sum of $12,000.00 was provided for 
this purpose, and it might be eeible to utilize part of thie 
amount in installing a power 1 to the Fort Alexander 
Residential School.

In confirmation of our recent conversations 
relative to the possible supply of electric service at Fort 
Alexander I would advise as follows: 


The nearest point ere purchased hydro 
electric power is available is at the Substation of Manitoba 
Paper Jompany, Limited at Pine Falls where our 110,( 00 volt 
transmission line terminates. As it would not be economically 
feasible to install a special high voltage transformer at that 
point to serve the relatively small Fort Alexander requirements 
it will be necessary for us to purchase 2200 volt energy from 
the taper Comy v's existing transformer capacity. I have 
tentatively discussed this with Mr. G. G. Irvine, Manager of 
Manitoba Paper Company and I feel we probably can sount on his 
cooperation in that regard providing his firm are not put to 
any capital expenditure in providing such power. 


Our estimate of tl 30st of bringing 3 phase 
volt power out of the Paper Company's Substation; of building 
the necessary 5) mile circuit to Fort alexander and installing 
suitable service wires, entrance boxes, distribution cabinets 
etc. at the Mission to supplant the Mission's present inadequate 
equipment, is approximately $6,000.00 providing the work is done 
by the Government and to our specifications, I am securing further 
Jetails of this expense which I will forward as soon as it is 
received.

In reply to Department Letter 125-1-5 dated 
August 26th, i now enclose herewith copy of a letter 
received from the Winnipeg Zlestric Compeny. 


The Department will realize that there are 
several complications in connection with the installation 
of this power line, yet I am eonvinced the difficulties 
ean be overcome. I am quite sure we can depend on the 
co-operation of Mre Ce G. Irvine, Manager of ths Manitoba 
Paper Company, and I am certain we can gain the consent 
of the Indians to have the power line erected. 


Mr. Gilman, of the Winnipeg Blectric, states 
in the third paragraph of his letter that he figures 
the work could be done for approximately $6,000.00, 
providing we call for tenders in connection with the 
pole line, this work to be carried out according to 
specifications of the Winnipeg Hlectric. 


If the construction of the line is undertaken, 
I woulda like to suggest that the residence at the Indian 
Day School be wired. This would not cost much and the 
teacher would no doubt be glad to pay for the electricity. 
It is possible that the Church of England will also wire 
their buildings, ae well as the Hudson Bay Company. 
Of course, the Winnipeg Blectric are anxious to sell as 
much power as pogesible and the amount of assistance 
given by the Company in the erection of tne line 
depends on the sale of power. In the closing paragraph 
of Mr. Gilman's letter, he offers to assist to the 
extent of $1500.00, providing we guarantee 3750.00

doubt that the cost of light and power for the school 
would be approximately $65. or $70. per month. I am 
informed by Ganon Wickens at Ulkhorn that his bills 
average close to $70.00 per month. 


Mr. Gilman suggests that we call for tenders 
in connection with this work, but I would like to have 
the Department's instructions in sonnection with this 
matter before taking any action.
